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COMPTROLLER'S DECISIONS. 


Teras Hurricane Claim Allowed. 


Another of the Texas City hurricane and flood claims 
has been revised by the Comptroller in favor of Major 
Ik. F. Thode, who at the time of the hurricane was on 
duty as first lieutenant, Medical Corps, and commanding 
ofticer of Ambulance Co. No. 5. The amount disallowed 
by the auditor and now allowed is $495.51, and the rea- 
son given for the action is that the officer lost his prop- 
erty through “giving your attention to the saving of 
property belonging to the United States which was in 
danger of loss or destruction by said hurricane and 
flood.” The part of the officer's claim for reimburse- 
ment for professional books and instruments is disal- 
lowed, however, “for the reason that it appears from a 
report dated Jan. 17, 1917, from the Surgeon Gen- 
eral’s Office, War Department, that in August, 1915, 
the Medical Department of the Army was in a position 
to provide medical officers, on proper application, from 
public stores such instruments and medical books as 
were deemed to be necessary for them to have in their 
possession for the performance of their public duties.” 

Prison Guard Duty Pay. 

In revising the action of the Auditor for the Navy 
Department in disallowing the claim of a corporal of 
the Marine Corps for extra duty pay on account of ser- 
vices rendered as naval prison guard the Comptroller 
says: “The duty performed by an enlisted man of the 
Marine Corps on prison guard duty at a naval prison is 
analogous to the duty of an enlisted man of the Army, 
detailed to military prison guard duty, and pay should 
be assimilated accordingly. Inasmuch as service as ‘naval 
prison guard’ is not the ordinary duty of a soldier, the 
law gives him extra pay for every day he is present at 
his post of duty.” 

Shipping Mounts to Canal Zone. 

The Secretary of War made a request to the Comp- 
troller for a decision of the question “whether the pro- 
visions of the Act of Aug. 24, 1912, should be consid- 
ered a basis in the application of sections one and six, 
paragraph 1098, Army Regulations, in so far as ship- 
ments of mounts of officers to the Canal Zone is con- 
cerned.” In his decision the Comptroller states that 
“by the Act of Aug. 24, 1912, officers and enlisted men 
serving in the Canal Zone are excluded from the num- 
ber entitled to increase of pay for foreign service. In 
view of this law, officers detailed for service in the 

Canal Zone can not be said to be ‘detailed on service in 
a foreign country’ within the meaning of section six, A. 
R., 1098, nor ‘ordered to duty beyond seas’ within the 
meaning of the Act of March 23, 1910, wherein recogni- 
tion is given said Army Regulations; and there follows 
the conclusion that section one and not section six of 
A.R., 1098, is applicable, thus limiting the cost of ship- 
ment of mounts to an amount not exceeding $100.” 


Instructor at Submarine School. 

An enlisted man of the Navy detailed to duty as an 
instructor at the Submarine School (on shore), who in 
the performance of his duty as an instructor occasion- 
ally submerges in a submarine torpedoboat, while under 
way or otherwise, is not attached to or serving on board 
of or with submarine torpedoboats within the meaning 
of General Orders No. 20, Jan. 1, 1901, and No. 9, Nov. 
9, 1905, and therefor is not entitled to the $1 per day 
additional pay provided by G.O. No. 9 and Art. 4427 
(11), Navy Regulations, 1913.

EXTRA PAY ON DISCHARGE. 

Discussing the proposals for one month’s extra pay on 
discharge, George A. King, of the Bar of the U.S. Court 
of Claims, ‘Washington, writes: “The Senate has already 
adopted a provision of this kind as an amendment to the 
revenue bill. [Also as an amendment to the House 
bill relating to retention of the uniform on discharge, 
while the Revenue bill awaiting adoption provides a 
flat bonus pay of $60 to officer or man.] The House 
Committee on Military Affairs has reported a bill recom- 
mended by the War Department. Each provides for 
payment of one month’s pay to every officer and en- 
listed man. The House bill is limited to the Army, 


while the Senate bill includes also the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps. These bills, far from being based upon a 
liberal policy, give a smaller measure of relief than has 
ever been allowed by previous war legislation. 

“When the war with Mexico came to an end in 1848 
Congress provided for three months’ extra pay, and in 
1879 re-enacted a provisfon making its terms clearer and 
expressly including the Navy. When the Civil War came 
to an end Congress passed an act, in 1865, with an 
amendment in 1866, providing for three months’ pay 
proper, payable, however, only to officers of Volunteers. 
Toward the close of the war with Spain there was passed 
in 1899 an act allowing two months’ extra pay to Volun- 
teer organizations who had faithfully served beyond the 
limits of the United States and one month’s to those who 
had served faithfully within the U.S. 

“A curious error in regard to this legislation is made 
in the War Department’s recommendation for extra pay 
in the present war. It stated that ‘in 1898 Congress 
granted thirty or sixty days furlough to soldiers on their 
discharge fom the purpose of giving them additional pay.’ 
The fact is just the contrary. The act granting the one 
or two months’ extra pay provided that it was ‘in lieu 
of granting leaves of absence and furloughs.’ The act of 
1899 looked plain upon its face but it took two legisla- 
tive amendments, a large number of decisions of the 
Court of Claims, and one of the Supreme Court, to put 
a construction upon it. Even then the Treasury con- 
strued it so unfavorably that nearly every claim had to 
be individually prosecuted. 

“The insurrection in the Philippines required a con- 
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siderable force of Volunteers distinct from those engaged 
in the war with Spain. ‘They were treated even worse 
than those of the Spanish war. The Treasury held that 
the act of 1899, though containing not a word which 
limited it to any particular war, was exhausted by its 
application to the Spanish war Volunteers. They could 
thus get nothing but by appeal to the courts. The 
Court of Claims in 1901 held that the Volunteers of the 
Philippine insurrection were covered by the law and 
granted two months’ extra pay to all of them. The 
Government appealed and kept the question pending for 
two years; then came to the conclusion that it had no 
case and dismissed its appeal without hearing. There- 
ipon these thousands of Volunteers were all paid. 

“This history shows that the legislation now proposed, 
far from being of a generous character, is the opposite. 
It allows a smaller rate of pay than has ever been al- 
lowed at the close of any previous war in our history to 
enable these defenders of their country to re-establish 
themselves in civil pursuits. Both bills are couched in 
quite untechnical language, which leaves the measure of 
relief uncertain. Does the Senate’s ‘one month’s salary 
in addition to the regular pay heretofore authorized’ in- 
clude longevity pay or continuous service pay? Does it 
give enlisted men increased war pay provided by the 
draft act of 1917? Is service abroad increase to be in- 
cluded? The House bill allows “a gratuity equal to one 
month’s pay at the rate which his grade and length of 
service on that date entitled him to.’ Impliedly this 
seems to exclude any increases but longevity. Yet in the 
Spanish war the officers of the Navy were entitled to 
extra pay based on sea pay if performing sea duty at any 
time during the war, even though they were receiving 
only shore pay at the time of discharge. So doubtful was 
this question that the Treasury officers decided against it, 
the Court of Claims allowed it to officers only by a vote 
of three to two, and the Supreme Court allowed it in 
1907, years after the war was over, and when most of 
the claims had been settled on the Treasury theory. 

“What is needed in legislation of this kind is that the 
intent of Congress be clearly expressed in proper tech- 
nical language. The relief given should not be cut to 
the lowest point as in the pending proposition of legisla- 
tion, but should be at least as liberal as that which has 
been granted to veterans in our previous wars.”

NAVY J.A.G. OPINIONS. 
The following opinions of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral of the Navy are announced: 
Temporary Appointment in Higher Grade. 





An officer in the permanent Navy serving under a 
temporary appointment in a higher grade has a dual 


status. His precedence for the purpose of determining 


his right to permanent promotion is fixed by the date 
of his highest temporary commission or warrant. The 
icceptance by such an officer of a temporary promotion 
«oes not reduce his rank, pay, or allowances. For ex- 
ample, a permanent boatswain serving as a temporary 
lieutenant (junior grade) may accept a permanent pro- 
motion to the rank of ensign without losing rank or 
precedence. 
Delayed Promotion Not a Reduction. 

An officer of one of the staff corps claimed to be en- 
ttitled to promotion which he would have received except 
for the Act of Aug. 29, 1916, increasing the length of 
service necessary for retirement, with the result that an 
officer of a higher rank was not retired, and conse- 
quently the necessary vacancy was not created. The act 
provided that “nothing contained in this act shall be 
eonstrued to reduce the rank, pay or allowances of any 
officer in the Navy or Marine Corps as now provided by 
law.” It was held “that although the act might have 
operated to delay the advancement of the officer in ques- 
tion, yet it did not operate to reduce his rank, pay, or 
allowances, and he was not entitled to promotion by 
reason of the above-quoted provision of the act.”

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MARINE CORPS SCHOOL AT QUANTICO. 

sack in 1890 there was established what was then 
known as the Marine School of Application at the Ma- 
rine Barracks in Washington. In 1901 the school was 
moved to Annapolis; in 1910 it was removed to Paris 
Island; in 1914 to Norfolk, and in April, 1917, to Quan- 
tico, Va., its present location, and the name changed to 
the Marine Corps Officers’ Training Camp. From 1901 
to 1917 the school advanced rapidly in importance. On 
each removal larger space was required, the curriculum 
expanded, more instructors added to the staff and the 
classes increased in size. In the meantime Quantico had 
been acquired by the Marine Corps as a maneuver 
ground and training for seacoast work. The temporary 
ecantonment buildings were soon adapted to the use of 
the training camp. As the new location was near the 
base of operations it has greatly facilitated the sending 
of men to their destinations upon graduation. 

The men in the camp are arranged by companies and 
each company has a building to itself. There are now 
about 325 men, and this number is expected to increase 
to 375 by the time of graduation. To enter the camp 
one must have completed the recruit instruction at Paris 
Island or have had military training equal to the train- 
ing course there. The December, 1918, class graduated 
432, the August class 340, the March class 235, while 
the December, 1917, class numbered more than 100. 
With a view to better equipping an officer it was de- 
cided to extend the present course to six months; here- 
tofore it had been three months. It was also decided 
to give more time on many of the subjects with the idea 
of turning out officers thoroughly qualified to go into 
an infantry company as junior company officers. 

Candidates for the training camp are selected by 
boards of officers convened at every station of the Ma- 
rine Corps. Candidates who have educational qualifica- 
tions, obtained in the first and second year of a ‘col- 
lege course, or who have been through high school, have 
little trouble in obtaining commissions. The course of 
instruction is planned for making an Infantry officer 
only. Those who desire to specialize are sent to special 
schools. Some remain at Quantico for the Machine Gun 
school, while others go to Philadelphia to the Signal 
school and the advance base organization. Officers to 
be trained for service afloat are sent to the school at 
Norfolk, established to perfect officers in that branch. 
There were at least 300 appointments as second lieuten- 
ants made from the enlisted force abroad. Most of these 
men had been students at the Army training schools in 
France. 

The training camp at Quantico is under the command 
of Major Sidney Smith Lee, with a large staff of in- 
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structors. The adjutant of the camp is Major William 
H. Rupertus. The principal instructors are Majors An- 
derson C. Dearing, Oliver Floyd and Gerald A. John- 
son. In the curriculum there are provisions for physi- 
cal training, fire discipline, field fortifications, bayonet 
drill, military law, minor tactics, the theoretical work 
of the soldier, map making and reconnoissance, adminis- 
tration and paper work. Lectures also are given by the 
quartermaster and post paymaster on the work of their 
departments. In every department this school is splen- 
didly equipped to turn out graduates who will be on a 
par with men of the Army or Navy schools.

CAMP PONTINAZEN, NEAR BREST. 

Chaplain George D. Rice, U.S.A., now at the Letter- 
man Hospital, Presidio of San Francisco, Cal., before 
his return to this country paid a visit to Camp Ponti- 
nazen, in France, which is under Major Gen. Eli A. 
Helmick, U.S.A. 

“Camp Pontinazen,” writes Chaplain 
place four miles out of Brest where the troops camped 
a few days en route to the front and again en route 
home. I landed at Brest when the troops were going to 
the front and found that the 319th Engineers had erected 
good sheet iron buildings with tight roofs and sides, but 
without floors, lights, or stoves. Still I obtained com- 
fortable quarters in a canvas cot. -I obtained meals by 
joining the long line of soldiers where coffee, bread, meat 
Bathing facilities could not

and potatoes were served. 
be had then. 

“I next passed through Brest when the troops were 
en route home and after Major General Helmick had 
taken charge. With a staff composed of Colonel Single- 
ton as chief of staff; Colonel McLoughlin, inspector gen- 
eral; Colonel Smith, chief surgeon; Lieutenant Colonel 
Green, in charge of motor transportation; Lieutenant 


Colonel Jewitt, superintendent of transports; Majors 
Schmidt and Brown, adjutants; Major Everts, Q.M.; 


Major Jones, provost; Majors Hutchins, Barker and 
Young, assistants to Colonel Smith; Major Taylor, chief 
dentist, and Majors Finley and Williams, judge advo- 
cates, great improvements had been made. The build- 
ings had been floored, lights had been put in, stoves in- 
troduced and more substantial cots erected. Arrange- 
ments were under way for bathing. The low, muddy 
places were being filled in. The roads were undergaing 
grading and repairing. Wooden walks were being con- 
structed and I was able to get about Camp Pontinazen 
without getting into mud and water. But the great 
work was only under way, and a good share of the 
troops were still in tents or partly finished quarters. 
Great improvements had been made in the system of 
messing. The long lines of men were constantly moving 
forward by the kitchens and receiving the well cooked 
food. There is no delay. I had no trouble in getting a 
good, hot meal. There are a number of good messes for 
officers, but an officer can join the line and mess with 
his men if he desires. 

“I observed Major General Helmick personally direct- 
ing the improvements every day. ‘The casual officers’ 
camp has been improved and enlarged by the addition of 
new buildings, well lighted, ventilated and heated. 
Meals can be obtained for fifty cents each. An officers’ 
club and mess have also been established. Through the 
efforts of Chaplains Brasted, Smith, Hagan, of the 8th 
Infantry, and Baker, of the 319th Engineers, recreation 
buildings have been opened. The Y.M.C.A. and Knights 
of Columbus have helped in this work, also the Red 
Cross and Salvation Army. General Helmick outlined 
a plan for having services and recreation on an exten- 
sive scale and this is now being worked out. I have 
seen Major General Helmick remodel several poor tamps 
into first class camps during the past fifteen years and 
muddy old Pontinazen will be a model camp when he 
gets through with it.”

GENERAL COLE REINSTATED. 


Through the publication of an order signed by Adju- 
tant Gen. Robert C. Davis, A.E.F., in the Boston Tran- 
script of Jan. 30 it became known that Brig. Gen. 
Charles H. Cole, commanding officer of the 52d Brigade, 
was exonerated by General Pershing, who directed that 
he be reinstated to his former brigade command. The 
order, addressed to General Cole, dated Nov. 30, 1918, 
states that General Pershing “upon his personal exami- 
nation of the papers reporting the facts incident to your 
relief from command of the 52d Brigade, is of the opin- 
ion that the facts did not warrant your relief, and has 
therefore directed that you be reinstated to your for- 
mer brigade.” General Cole, it will be recalled, was 
relieved of his command five days before the signing of 
the armistice. According to information supplied the 
Transcript, he was ordered to Blois for “reclassifica- 
tion and reassignment,” the division commander stating 
that while General Cole was “alert and attentive to his 
duties,” he was “not aggressive in contact with th» 
enemy” and “permitted his troops to fraternize with 
mg enemy and on being ordered to stop it failed to 
do so.” 

In his defense General Cole stated that he was not 
notified by the division commander at the time regard- 
ing the reasons for the move; “I have been relieved by 
my division commander,” he stated, “in violation of 
general orders duly issued, the contents of whica he 
either was or should have been familiar with.” He de- 
nied “in teto” the charges that he had permitted his 
troops to fraternize with the enemy. He siates that 
there was fraternizing with the enemy by the vommand- 
ing officer of an Infantry regiment attached to the 5lst 
Brigade on his left; that he had protested against such 
a practice; that he could find no orders from G.H.Q. 
against fraternizing with the enemy although he knew 
the French had issued orders in condemnation of the 
practice; that he had served on the front line under the 
command of eight division commanders, French and

American, and that up to the time of his removal there 
had never been any complaint by any of them that he

NAVY PLEA FOR UNIVERSAL SERVICE. 
In an article headed “Afterwards,” which appears in 
the January number of the United States Naval Insti- 
tute Proceedings, Lieut. Comdr. K. C. MeIntosh, P.C., 
U.S.N., makes a strong plea for universal service. He 
says, in part: “Some people call it luck and some peo- 
ple call it providence and still others absorb all the 
credit to our native ability to make a silk purse out of 
a sow’s ear. It cannot be disputed that luck was never 
a drawback to any enterprise, but the man, the Service 
or the nation that depends on future luck is apt to find 
himself out of it. Providence is a help we must hope 
for and which has been conspituously on our side so 
far, but providence seems to weary of taking care un- 
ceasingly of the delib. rately unready. As for the third 
solution, our ability in the manufacture of purses is 
proven and undoubted, but the most ingenious methods 
and most superlative energy require time. When rela- 
tions with the German empire were broken off we were 


confronted with the most gigantic problem of organiza- 
tion ever set squarely in the path of any Service. And 
as this was a cause which no self-respecting providence 
could keep its hand out of, we were given a few months 
instead of days in which to solve it. Providence, using 
the British fleet as an instrument, kept the enemy from 
our coasts, luck reduced our mistakes to an abnormal 
minimum, and for some time, under wise and patient 
leadership, we have been delivering the goods in quanti- 
ties that none of our Allies had dared hope for. We 
have done it by pulling all together. We have proved 
that a man who requires, normally, two or three years 
to train into a useful petty officer can, under the spur 
of dire necessity and exceeding patriotism, become a 
very valuable cog in our machine in six months or less. 
, “Emergency officers have been made with amazing rapid- 
ity. They have not the flexibility of thoroughly trained 
men who have gained a commission through regular 
channels of study, but each of them has his distinct 
value in his own specialty, and the hardest thing to ac- 
quire, the ability to handle men, is made easier by the 
fact that the men who have come to us by thousands 
want to be handled and have made boundless allowances 
for the greenness of their new officers and the pressure 
of work on their old ones. Given as small a nucleus, it 
is impossible to imagine that we could at some future 
date accomplish as great results in much less time than 
we required during this war. In case another war 
should come we cannot hope for a year or for even three 
months of respite while we get ready. We must have 
more than a moderate sized, undermanned fleet and a 
wealth of raw material and untrained personnel. We 
cannot carry the sword about our business in peace 


times, for we are now fighting to end such swash-buck- 
ling, but the sword must lie ready and unrusted cl

to our hand. We have realized one thing very solidly 
as a result of the war and, having realized it, have 
gained something worth fine gold. And that something 
is the most democratic, the most unmilitaristic, the most 


reliable form of preparedness, and that universal servic 
is the best thing that ever happened to American boys 
and their families. For the sake of our safety, f 
sake of our health, and for the sake of our soul, let us 
hold fast to universal service.” 
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PROVOST MARSHAL GENERAL’S REPORT. 
How the Selective Service Worked. 

Major Gen. Enoch H. Crowder, U.S.A., Provost Mar 
shal General, submitted his second report on the opera 
tions of the Selective Service law to Congress on Feb. 5, 
its most striking statement being that if hostilities had 
continued into 1919 the United States would haves 
able to increase its fighting strength to 7,131,172. A re 
2,340,000 men in class one was waiting to be

mobilized when the armistice was signed, at which time 
the armed strength of the United States was 4,791,172 
men as against a strength of 378,619 men when war was 
declared. The number of men inducted during th 


war 
was 2,810,296. Of the men in the United States of mili- 
tary age, from eighteen to forty-five years, only eighteen 
per cent. were in the Service. In all, 24,234,021 
were registered under the Selective Service law. 
Physically the nation was seventy per cent. perfe 
according to the draft examiners. This was the per 
centage of the men found fit. This did not include the 
limited service men, or those whose defects could be 
remedied. Liquor was the smallest factor in ca 
physical rejections, the percentage being only one-tent 
of one per cent. Heart troubles, eyes, tubercul 
mental defects brought the largest number of i 
each accounting for more than ten per cent. of the total 
disqualified. Flat foot took only 1.3 per cent. 
General Crowder’s “work or fight” order forced 12

VALUE OF TANKS IN WARFARE 

Lieut. Col. Herbert W. Alden, assistant to t Chief 
of Ordnance, U.S.A., in charge of tank engineering work, 
read an interesting paper on the Army tank at the ses- 
sion of the annual convention of the Society Auto- 
motive Engineers held in New York city on Feb. 5. 
Colonel Alden, who is a former president of the society, 


said the main purpose of the tank, England’s answer to 


trench warfare and the Hindenburg line, was to clean 
up machine gun nests by killing men, not by destroying 
forts. Speed and mobility, in his opinion, were the chief 
desiderata of this class of war engine. The necessity for 
these features, he said, made impracticable the type of 
heavily armored tank designed to withstand art ry fire. 

“It is doubtful,” Colonel Alden said, “if any new 
means of warfare has had so hard a time getting started 
and securing its just consideration as has the tank. 
Thanks, however, to its inherent worth, it is universally 
accepted as an indispensable arm of the service. The 


very urgent need which brought the tank into existence 


was the menace of the machine gun. ‘This is the first 
war in which the machine gun was used in large num 
bers. This use in large numbers very nearly revolution 
ized warfare. Enough machine guns, properly placed, 
were almost impregnable. Behind barbed wire and in 
concrete redoubts, they could be taken only at a great 
sacrifice of man power—usually too great to be ynsid 
ered. 

“Something had to be done. The first method was that 
of intensive preliminary bombardment; that is, firing a 
stupendous quantity of shells into a given area. ‘The 
prodigal use of shells for this purpose was staggering, 
running literally into the millions. Even this prodigal 
use of ammunition, however, would have been warranted 
if consistent results had been secured. gut th were 
not. It was quite plain that something new had to come, 
and come it did in the form of the tank. Fundamentally, 
the tank is simply a device that can come to close quar- 
ters with a machine gun and destroy it or its crew. 

“It should be remembered that the tank is fundamen- 
fally a man killer and not a fort destroyer, also that its 
greatest defense against heavy artillery fire lies not in 
the armor it carries but in its own speed and mobility.” 

After giving credit to the English for producing the 
first practical fighting machine of this type, pat larly 
to Brigadier General Swinton, Sir E. d’Eyncourt and 


Lieut. Col. Sir A. G. Stern, he described how the earliest 
experiments were hampered by lack of power, added to 
the fact that the military authorities did not understand 
how to use these new weapons. It was not ntil the 
fight at Cambrai in October, 1917, C« Alden said, 
that the tanks had their first real chance. Two interest- 
ing facts developed there, one being the saving of a u

the supposedly impregnable Hindenburg line was crossed 
and captured.

KEEP UP YOUR WAR RISK INSURANCE 

Many men in the Service have been led, either by lack 
of <nformation or through misapprehension, to discon- 
tinue their payments of War Risk Insurance premiums. 
lor the benefit of the Services we give some essential 
points from Information Bulletin No. 1, Bureau of War 
Risk Insurance, issued by the Conservation Section on 
Feb. 1, 1919: 

Present certificates are one-year renewable term con- 
tracts, and may be continued as such for a period of 
five years only, from the date of the declaration of peace. 
At any time during this period of five years the term 
policies may be converted, without medical examination, 
into any one of the following six forms: Ordinary iife, 
twenty-payment life, thirty-payment life, twenty-year 
endowment, thirty-year endowment and endowment ma- 
turing at age of sixty-two. If the term policies are to 
be converted as above, the conversion must take place 
during the five-year period mentioned. Typical rates 
for Government policies in three of the six PVinds into 


which the war risk policies may be converted are as

tEVIEW OF APPLICATIONS FOR DISCHARGE FROM NAVY. 
During the discussion of the Naval Appropriation Dill 
in the House on Feb. 4 several Representatives expressed 
the belief that men in the Navy whose applications for 
discharge had been refused would be disciplined for go- 
ing over the head of their superior officer and asking for 
a review of their cases by the Secretary of the Navy or 
the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation. Chairman Pad- 
gett of the Committee on Naval Affairs stated such men 
entitled to review and that they would not be dis- 
£ over the head of their commanding 
officer in sceking their discharges. This is hardly a 
fact. We informed that no man has been disci- 
plined during the war for sending an official communi- 
cation otherwise than through the channel, but in the 
past there have been cases where men were disciplined 
for such action, and there has been no change in the 
regulations in this respect. In case discharge is refused 
an enlisted man he may forward his application to the 
department, but through his superior officer. Paragraph 
5329 of the Naval Instructions reads as follows: “1. No 
written communication shall be received as official which 
is not forwarded through the prescribed channels, and 
with the indorsements of the officers through whom for- 
warded. 2. Every person in the Navy making an official 
communication of any kind to any superior authority, 
other than his immediate commanding officer (except as 
provided for in Article 1-5340, par. 2), shall send the 
same unsealed to his commanding officer, to be by him 
remarked upon and forwarded. 3. Officers shall not 
sign or forward informal communications, or such as are 
not prepared in accordance with these instructions.”

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Rerort oN Home ror Disas_Lep VOLUNTEER SOLDIERS. 
In a report made to Major Gen. John L. Chamberlain, 
U.S.A., Inspector General of the Army, by Col. E. D. 
Warfield, I.G. Dept., U.S.A., of an inspection of the 
National Home for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, its 
records, disbursements, management, discipline and con- 
dition, and dated Sept. 18, 1918, it is stated that visits 
were made to the various branches of the home, located 
at Battle Mountain Sanitarium, Hot Springs, S.D.; 
Central Branch, Dayton, Ohio; Danville Branch, Dan- 
ville, Iil.; Eastern Branch, Togus, Me.; General Depot, 
Daston, Ohio; Marion Branch, Marion, Ind.; Mountain 
Branch, Johnson City, Tenn.; Northwestern Branch, 
Milwaukee, Wis.; Pacific Branch, Santa Monica, Cal. ; 
Southern Branch, Hampton, Va.; and Western Branch, 
Leavenworth, Kan. Ground for minor criticisms was 
found in several branches, while a number of minor mat- 
ters criticized in the last annual report of the Inspector 
General have been corrected. There are at present in 
the home about 15,000 veterans of the Civil War, their 
average age being seventy-six, while there are 4,000 mem- 
bers from other services whose average age is fifty years. 
There are now about fifty disabied soldiers and sailors 
of th® present war who are eligible for admission to the 
home. Colonel Warfield says of these: “The increas- 
ing number of injured men makes it important that any 
pians looking to returning them to useful citizenship be 
ivaugurated pe>mptly and before many of them have 
entered the home under present associations aud tradi- 
tions. If these young men from the present war are 
s2attered throughout the various branches and allowed 
to mingle freely with the old members experience of 
e home clearly establishes that they will soon settle 
own to a life of indelence, without responsibility or 
desire to work, and will lose al! self-reliance, except in 
cases of the most ambitious.” Recommendation is there- 
fore made that one or more branches of the home be 
selected and set apart fer their exclusive use as needed, 
and that provision be made for the training in_voca- 
tional rehabilitation, as contemplated |}}y the Federal 
Board for Vocational Education. The old and honored 
veterans of the nation could readily, it is believed, 
Colonel Warfield says, be concentrated more in the 
branches now partially vacant. It is recommended that 
the Danville Branch be the first one selected for the ex- 
clusive use of soldiers who have served during the pres- 
ent war.

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Tae Navy Mepicat Corps Orricer. 

The United States Naval Medical Bulletin for Jan- 
wary comments editorially én the recent ruling of the 
Navy Department that henceforth staff officers are to be 
addressed by the titles of their rank. “It is pertinent,” 
it says, “to consider whether the change in question in- 
volves an obligation for the staff officer to modify his 
conduct in any particular. For years it has been the 
contention of many members of the Medical Corps that 
their position in the Navy entailed duties essentially 
different from those discharged by physicians in civil 
life. It has been insisted by many, and perhaps felt by 
all, that if a doctor was a member of a military-organi- 
zation be necessarily had a certain military status in 
that body and had a right to a clear definition of his 
duties in respect to all and not merely in respect to part 
of his duties, and that justice was not done if there was 
not official recognition in all of them. Whatever the 
justice of this and other claims might be, there was one 
argument which could too often be properly advanced 
against them. ‘Fhe doctor brought with him from civil 
life much of that dislike for orderliness, for methodical 
procedure, which is a common failing of physicians. 
The medical ollicer did his duty by the sick, but often 
chafed under military restrictions and requirements and 
neglected or escaped them whenever he could. The un- 
military spirit was often most conspicuous ip matters 
that related to his own corps. When differences of 
opinion arose the medical officer was prone to say to 
himself, and even to say aloud, that a docter was a doe- 
tor, and that in the treatment of sick rank did not count. 
The best military men not only render what is~due to 
their superiors, but have the moral courage to exact 
what is due from their subordinates. The man who de- 
apises tho essentials of military organization and is in- 
capable of conforming to them should not masquerade 
in uniform. The medical officer, alas, needs too often 
to be reminded of the old saying about the depravity of 
those feathered folks who are careless as to the hygienic 
standard of their own nests. What we owe to others we 
also owe to ourselves.- A proper sense of dignity in- 
cludes our corps and our calling. Whatever we render 
to Casar we should render also to Herod.” 
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Sour as Fietp anp Garpison Ration. 

Soup as an issue article far the field and garrison 
ration in France has been authorized by General Per- 
shing at the request of the Subsistence Division. This 
issue will be continued until all surplus stocks of canned 
soup on hand in the United States and France are ex- 
hausted. Twelve million pounds of canned soup were 
requisitioned for February consumption and ten million 
pounds for March. These calls are filled from stocks 
which were held for emergency use during the time of 
active warfare. No purchases will be made. While the 
Army has sufficient canned soup for its needs there is a 
shortage of jam for future requirements of the A.E.F. 
Proposals have, therefore, been requested by the Sub- 
sistence Division from all zene supply officers for 
4,000,000 pounds of jam for overseas shipment. 
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Division CASUALTIES. 

The complete official returns of the battle losses of 
the 35th Division, U.S.A., composed of Missouri and 
Kansas treops, which General March commented on in 
his interview Feb. 1, show how unreliable are the 
reports reaching Congress regarding excessive losses of 
certain divisions compared with others. Mr. Campbell of 
Kansas, who called for an Amvestigation of the alleged 
excessive casnalties of the 34th Division and had Secre- 
tary of War Baker and General March, Chief of Staff, 
appear before the Committee on Miltary Affairs to ex- 

ain the wilt tales from the front, should now be satis- 
ed. , The complete returns of losses show that the 35th 
Division lost from all causes 1,733 officers and men, di- 


vided as follows: Killed in action, 596; died, 217 ; miss- 
ing, SUS; prisoners 112. The greatest loss in killed in 
any one regiment of the 35th Division was 170, suf- 
fered by the 138th Infantry, and the greatest loss from 
all causes in the division was 502 officers and men in the 
140th Infantry. These losses from a regiment whose ag- 
gregate strength was nearly 4,000 officers and men, it 
will be seen, are not excessive. A comparison of the 
figures with losses in the regiments of the Regular Army 
which suffered the greatest casualties is of interest. Qne 
Regular regiment, the 9th Infantry of the 2d Division, 
lost 547 killed in action; the Ist Division of the Regu- 
lar Army lost in killed in action alone 2,303 officers and 
men; and the total casualties of the Ist Division were 
5.248. The second greatest aggregate casualty list was 
that of the 28th Division (Pennsylvania), whose cas- 
ualties were 3,890. The full tabulation of losses by divi- 
sions and regiments appear on page 822, cur issue of 
Feb. 8. 
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War DeparTMent CLarmms Boarp. 

A War Department Claims Board has been created 
by the Seeretary of War to supervise and co-ordinate 
the work of the various War Department agencies en- 
gaged in the settlement of claims resulting from the ter- 
mination of contracts or other procurement obligations 
made necessary by the suspension of hostilities and to 
authorize and approve such settlements. Through special 
representatives of the board sitting with the various 
Bureau Boards of Contract Adjustment the adjustments 
of the bureaus are subject to its scrutiny and approval 
and adjustments involving matters of policy and of par- 
ticular difficulty and importance are brought before the 
full board for decision. ‘The members of the War De- 
partment Claims Board are: Benedict Crowell, Assist- 
ant Seeretary of War and Director of Munitions, presi- 
deat; G. H.. Dorr, Assistant Director of Munitions; 
Brig. Gen. George H- Burr, Assistant Director of Pur- 
chase, Storage and Traffic; Brig. Gen. Herbert M. Lord, 
Director of Finance; Lieut. Col. Herbert H. Lehman, 
assistant to the Director of Purchase, Storage and 
Traffic. Special members of the board are W. H. Davis 
for Ordnance Department contracts and obligations; 
Col. C. A. MeKenney for contracts and obligations. of 
the Purchase and Storage Division; Major H. L. Good- 
hart for contracts and obligations of the Chemical War- 
fare Service, Medical Corps and Signal Corps. Other 
special members may be appointed by the president of 
the board when necessary for guty in connection with 
other procurement bureaus or agencies of the War De- 
partment. - 
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ACQUISITION OF THE Cape Cop CANAL. 

In explanation of the reason for asking the Attorney 
General to begin condemnation proceedings looking to- 
ward the acquiremhent of the Cape Cod Canal by the 
Government, Secretary of War Baker said: “The legis- 
lation on the subject of the Cape Cod Canal required 
the Secretary of War, the Secretary of the Navy and 
Secretary of Commerce to pass upon the question as to 
whether it was desirable to acquire the canal. We met, 
discussed the question and came to the unanimous con- 
clusion that it was desirable. The law next provided 
that if the decision was favorable, the Secretary of War 
should undertake to negotiate a price at which the prop- 
erty could be bought, and in the event of an agreement 
with the owners that he should make a contract for the 
purchase of the canal, subject to ratification by Con- 
gress as to the price. The act further provided that the 
Iengineer Corps of the Army make studies as to the value 
of the canal. Very elaborate studies were made by ex- 
pert accountants and one or two boards of the Engineer 
Corps, and on the basis of their findings I undertook to 
negotiate a price, finally offering the canal owners §$8,- 
250,000, which they declined to accept. Unable to offer 
them any more, I then took the last step which the law 
provided in the event of a disagreement, and I asked the 
Attorney General to begin condemnation proceedings 
and reported the fact to Congress.” 
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MEXICAN BorDER SERVICE. 

“Everyone is talking about the drafted men and very 
little attention is given to those who voluntarily en- 
listed before April 1, 1917,” writes a correspondent on 
the Mexican berder. “We read a whole lot about the 
drafted men getting discharged. I am in the 3d In 
fantry which is dewn on the Mexican border, and has 
been there for pretty near three years. I tried to get 
to France, but was told, as a sergeant, I was worth 
more to the Government over here. My four years were 
up in March, 1918, but there was an order issued say- 
ing that we would be held until the war was over. Well, 
that was all right. Now the war is over and part of the 
Army is being discharged, but men who enlisted when 
I did will not be discharged until peace is signed or 
four months after. If that is the case, after being down 
here on the border training troops for about two years, 
these same troops will get out of the Army before I will. 
When I enlisted I came in the Army with the under- 
standing that I would serve three or four years with 
the colors, and in case of emergency could be held for 
the remaining three years. Now the war is over and 
they are discharging men, why don’t they let us men 
out that have been down on this border so long? If 
anybody thinks there is any service more tryi than 
patroling this Mexican border, I wish he would come 
down and try it.” 
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CurRATIVE Worksuop REGULATIONS. 

Neither patients nor attendants at Army hospitals 
are expected, nor may they be required to purchase raw 
materials for work in occupational therapy (curative 
workshops), according to instructions issued by Surgeon 
Gen. M. W. Ireland, U.S.A. Individual patients are 
prehibited from accepting donations of material to be 
fabricated for sale; but donations to a common stock, or 
donations to individuals of raw material to be fabricated 
for gifts or for personal keepsakes, are not prohibited. 
Present regulations provide that materials for making 
articles which will be used by the hospital itself, or for 
articles which have no sale value, will be purchased from 
the medical and hospital appropriations. Raw material 
for fabrication of articles of no utility to the hospital 
but of salable value are to be purchased from the hospital 
fund. Patients are not allowed to sell their work indi- 
vidually to visitors, but it will be sold through the hos- 

tal and proceeds will be taken up in the hospital fund. 

f the proceeds of the sale ex the cost of raw ma- 





terials, the profit may be distributed among the patients 
manufacturing the articles. In special cases where the 
fabricated articles may have peculiar or special interest to 
the patient who made them, the latter may be allowed to 
dispose of them at his pleasure otherwise than by sale. 
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Am To Locatrne Misstva MEN. 

To assist relatives to locate men reported missing in 
action, and others in the military service whose where- 
abouts is unknown, the hospital newspapers published 
by the personnel and patients of more than twenty-five 
Army hospitals, are establishing columns called “The 
Port of Missing Men.” In these columns are printed 





the name, rank and organization of men regarding whom 
inquiries are received. The newspapers are circulated 
among the patients and personnel of the hospital, and 
have a large sale to soldiers and civilians outsid I 
principal ones being “The Right About” with a ¢ir 
tion of 40,000 and “The Come Back” with a circula 
tion of 20,000. Copies of the various hospital | ‘ 
tions are distributed to other Army hospitals so that they 
reach men from every combatant unit returned from 


overseas. Liberal use is being made of these columns, 
and it is believed to be an efficacious means to secure 
such information through unofficial channels. Relatives 
desiring to avail themselves of this opportunity, should 
address “The Port of Missing Men,” Surgeon General's 
Office, Washington, D.C., or the nearest hospital news- 
paper. 





CIVILIAN TEACHERS FoR AkMY HOSPITALS. 

The employment of additional civilians to 
trades and manual arts in the reconstruction wards and 
shops of Army hospitals, at a salary of $50 a month 
with quarters and subsistence provided, or $62.50 per 
month additional in lieu of quarters and subsistence, js 
authorized by Surg. Gen. M. W. Ireland. Considerable 
difficulty has been met with in obtaining a sufficient 
number of instructors for the hospitals, and the Sur 
geon General has directed that every effort be made te 
find officers or enlisted men qualified to teach. These 
may either be transferred to the Medical Department 
and remain in the Service, or, without transfer, be a: 
signed to such duty. Teachers of the following subjects 
are needed: Ordinary school subjects; agriculture, mar- 
ket gardening; carpentering; cabinet making; motor 
mechanics; pattern making; gas engineering; short 
hand; typewriting; sterotyping; drafting; telegrapby ; 
printing; shoe repairing; mechanical engineering; ma- 
chine work; electrical work; leather work; sign paint- 
ing; and physical education.

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DeLAYs IN TRIAL OF ENLISTED MEN. 

Major Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, U.S.A., command- 
ing the Northeastern Department, in Bulletin No. 4, 
dated Boston, Jan. 27, 1919, invites attention of all 
commanding officers within the department to the re- 
quirements. of the 70th Article of War which forbid the 
confinement for a longer period than forty days without 
being brought to trial of any enlisted man putin arrest 
for the purpose of trial. He directs that the provisions 
contained therein be strictly adhered to in all future 
cases. “In all serious cases,” says General Edwards, 
“where the man cannot be tried because of necessary 
delay in procuring witnesses or other admmmistrative 
necessity the accused person should be arraigned before 
expiration of this period.” <

DISPOSITION OF DEAD IN FRANCE. 

In view of the many letters received by The Adjutant 
General’s Office regarding the disposition of the bodies 
of our men who have died in France, it has been found 
necessary to issue another notification to the public that 
all such bodies will be returned to the United States if 
the nearest relatives of the dead man so desires. A 
memorandum on this subject, drafted by Lieut. Col. J. 
C. Ashburn, of The Adjutant General’s Department, 
says: “It cannot be stated now just when the transfer 
of bodies will begin, as it must be deferred until condi- 
tions, including that of transportation, warrant the un- 
dertaking. Due notice will be given through the public 
press. It is not deemed advisable to grant requests for 
relatives, friends or undertakers to go to France to su- 
perintend the preparation and shipment of or to accom- 
pany bodies back to the United States.”

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GENERAL MARCH’S WEEKLY INTERVIEW. 
Additional Casualty Figures. 
In his weekly interview with the Washington corre- 


@pondents on Feb. 8 Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief of 
Btaff, said: 
“In the summary of casualties in the A.E.F. the 


figures which I gave out last week showed that there 
were approximately 10,000 men missing. We now have 
8 cablegram from General Pershing on that subject. He 
gays that now the net number of men reported missing 
im action is 7,783, and this is being reduced from one to 
two hundred a day through reports of various kinds 
being received and the efforts of the Investigations De 
partment of the Central Records Office. 

“There has been some discussion in the papers as to 
the number of casualties in the Ist and 2d Divisions 
because the figures we gave out did not include Marines. 
We now have reports which are later for the Marines 
than they are for the Regulars in the 2d Division, but 
they will give us probably a close approximation of the 
actual casualties. First Division, killed in action 2,303, 
died of wounds 1,050, missing in action 1,789, pris- 
eners 106, total 5,248; 2d Division (including Marines) 
killed in action 2,716, died of wounds 1,329, missing in 
action 1,067, prisoners 148, total 5,260. 

Progress of Demobilization. 


“The total number of officers discharged up to yester 


day (Feb. 7), 67,038; total number of enlisted men 
discharged, 1,033,812. Total discharged so far in the 
demobilization, 1,100,850. Orders have been issued for 


the demobilization of about 1,443,000 men. With the 
demobilization reaching this point it is practically on the 
home stretch in the United States. It has now gotten 
down so that we will have in front of us in a very short 
time only the overhead detachments which must be re- 
tained for future progress of the demobilization. The 
machinery which has been evolved for this work is now 
practically complete, and is able to handle very many 
more men than General Pershing is able to send over 
here on ships, so that the future of demobilization will 
depend entirely upon the number of men which he can 
transport across the sea. At no time do we see ship- 
ping in sight which will occupy the demobilization de- 
tachments to their fullest extent, and with the official 
announcements that have been made during the last 
few days that a shortage of labor is expected in the early 
spring the concern of individuals about this problem ap- 
parently can be completely quieted. It has been solved. 

“In the matter of bringing troops back from the 
other side, the number of men who have actually been 
shipped from France to the United States, up to Jan. 
30-31, is 236,824. The number that sailed in the month 
of January was about 114,000. The estimated number 
which we think we will have shipping for in this month, 
February—is 160,000. I have ordered the change of 
fifty-one cargo vessels, belonging to our cargo fleet, into 
troop transports, and we find that it takes about forty- 
nine days from the time of the issuance of plans for the 
transformation of a cargo ship to the time it actually 
sails as a troopship. The orders were given some time 
ago, and the ships are coming in now completely trans- 
formed from cargo capacity to troop capacity, and, as 
I say, fifty-one ships have been designated. 

“The 236,824 men who have been sent from Europe 
back to the United States for discharge came out of 
ports in this fashion: Brest 119,669, or about fifty-one 
per cent.; St. Nazaire 36,314, or about fifteen per cent. ; 
Bordeaux 47,075, or about twenty per cent. From all 
other ports including ports in England, about fourteen 
per cent. or a total of about 34,000; so it will be seen 
that Brest is the greatest factor in the success of our 
demobilization plan, so far as the A.E.F. is concerned. 
It is the only harbor where our very large troopships 
can get in, and it is the backbone of the program from 
France. There is some statement in one of the news- 
papers that we were trying to put in at Brest 12,000 
men in a camp which only held 4,000. This is abso- 
lutely ludicrous. There are now in Brest, in that camp, 
over 50,000, and we are going to make it a camp of 
over 100,000. It is going to be the biggest camp in 
the world, 12,000 men wouldn't be a drop in the bucket 
to whut we have there. 

“The number of officers who were discharged from 
the Army and applied for commissions in the Reserve 
Corps keeps up a very encouraging increase. Last week 
the number of officers who had actually been commis- 
sioned in the Reserve Corps was something like 10,000, 
and up to the last report which I have, the number is 
13,138, a very substantial and valuable increase. The 
number of officers eligible for discharge who have ap- 
plied for commissions in the Regular Army keeps on a 
steady increase also, there being on file at this time 
5,913 of such officers. 


How Unita Are Returned. 


In response to questions by the correspondents Gen- 
eral March said that he could not tell definitely as yet 
what merchant ships we are to get from the Germans. 
As to giving any idea as to when the Rainbow Division 
would return the Chief of Staff said he could not do so 
for this reason: “The 42d Division is a part of the 
Army of Occupation, and the opinion of the War De- 
partment about the matter of bringing back our troops 
is this: Necessarily within a reasonably short time the 
people in Europe, the Allied heads and the President 
of the United States, will have reached a definite con- 
clusion as to what the size of the Army of Occupation 
will be, and the United States will furnish a certain 
number of troops. If they determine upon say ten di- 
visions, all the rest of them will be brought back, except 
the ten divisions with their services of supply troops, 
and as has been announced it is our policy to bring the 
troops back to the very limit of our shipping.” 

One correspondent asked General March “if he wished 
to give the impression that the present Army of Occu- 
pation would remain there after the determination jis 
made?” The Chief of Staff replied to this: “I did not 
mean that. The determination of the number of divi- 
sions would first have to be made, and we would then 
have to decide which divisions were to make up the 
Army of Occupation and which were coming home.” 

These questions and answers followed: 

Q. “Has the Department any policy of selecting Na- 
tional Guard units for return in advance of Regular 
Army?” 

A. “There is no such thing. We have been trying to 
make one Army of that outfit over there, and the fact 
is our replacement system has changed the men who 
were originally with any given division around so that 
they no longer represent the section from which they 
eame originally. Take the 2d Division, for instance. 
which is referred to as a Regular division. Replace- 


ments on account of casualties, etc., have filled this divi- 
sion with volunteers and drafted men. We have had to 
feed in mén who have come in by the ordinary process 
of the draft. Of course, the skeletons of these divisions 
have been retained and some of the officers, but the fact 
of the matter is that it is one homogeneous force taken 
from all sources. And when these divisions come back, 
whether as divisions, regiments, or casual organizations, 
each man is asked personally ‘What section did you 
come from? Reports are made up and sent to this side, 
something like this: The 150th Division (to make one 
up) fifty-five per cent. from sector around Camp Lewis, 
Wash., twenty-five per cent. from Camp Taylor, twenty- 
two per cent. from sector around Camp Sheridan, etc., 
and when they come to the United States they are sent 
to the different camps so reported and discharged within 
350 miles of their homes.” 

Q. “Does this mean that the plan of having divisions 
parade in certain cities has been given up?” 

A. “We are bringing them back as divisions, and send 
ing them to the neighborhood of their homes for dis- 
charge. The 27th (New York) Division which has 
been up in Flanders with the British has retained more 
of its old organization than any of the others, and we 
will try to get that whole division in New York at one 
time, if we can, so that it can parade there. In most 
of the cases, however, organizations of a division do not 
arrive at the same time, and in very few cases could we 
assemble the whole division. It isn’t capable of being 
done, that’s all.” 

Q. “Is there any plan to bring the 42d 
Washington for a parade?” 

A. “There is a very warm spot in Secretary Baker's 
heart for the 42d, and I shouldn't be at all surprised if 
that could be managed.” 

Q. “Have you read the 
Brest, and can you say anything about those 
deaths that were reported as casualties?” 

A. “Yes» That is perfectly preposterous. We do 
not get the sick reports at Brest from the casualties. 
They send over the hospital reports. All of the hospitals 
in the A.E.F. send in their form reports, showing ad- 
mittances, why men are there, description of wounds, 
ete. When these come in we know exactly what the 
condition of the men is. The sick report at Brest is 
excellent, and this not from General Pershing’s casualty 
ecablegrams but from the hospital reports themselves.”

COURSE OF STUDY AT WEST POINT. 
Report of Academic Board. 





Following is a summary of the report made by the 
general committee of the Academic Board of the U.S. 
Military Academy to the Superintendent of the Acad- 
emy in response to a request made by the War Depart- 
ment in November, 1918, on the course of study at West 
Point covering the suggestions made in the War De- 
partment’s requests relative to a revision of the cur- 
riculum, a reference to which appeared in our issue of 
Feb. 8, page 824. 

The general committee in its comprehensive report 
states that in its deliberations upon the proposed re- 
vision of the curriculum it has been guided by its con- 
ception of the functions of the academy, which are “to 
graduate young men capable of at once performing the 
duties of junior officers and with the fundamental moral 
and mental training which will insure them the ability to 
use their rational faculties to the fullest advantage 
under the varied conditions of the Service .. . 
and which with after years of development will enable 
them competently to fill positions of leadership and high 
responsibility.” It is pointed out that in the military 
profession the graduates of West. Point should set the 
standard of the Army and “upon this standard depends 
the ability of the country to organize and employ with- 
out undue wastage its military resources.” On _ this 
basis the general committee is unanimous in the opinion 
that the quality of the graduates is of far greater im- 
portance than the number. Even if a larger number of 
junior officers were needed for a reorganized Army on a 
larger peace establishment than we have had in the port, 
the general committee is of the opinion that it would be 
a mistake to lower the standards of the Academy to sup- 
ply this need, recommending the establishment of other 
academies to meet such a demand. 

The report states that it never has been the policy of 
the Government to draw its officers exclusively from the 
Military Academy and declares that “it is doubtful 
whether such a policy would be desirable.” Since this 
is the established policy the necessity for the hi 
qualities of the graduates of the Academy is accentu- 
ated as it should be their province to set the standards 
of professional training and character for the whole 
Army. It follows that if the standard of these gradu- 
ates is lowered the result would be an injury to the 
Army generally. As an illustration of the importance 
of quality in the Academy graduates the report points 
out that the enormous expansion of the Army in prepa- 
ration for participation in the war required a large 
number of general officers of ability. “For the supply 
of such officers the Government naturally and rightly 
looked first to the graduates. of the Military Academy 
and from such graduates of thirty or more years of ser- 
vice the Government selected most of its general offi- 


cers.” The following table shows how this selection of 
general officers worked out:

How the Courses Could be Shortened. 

Coming specifically to the course of study at West 
Point the report says that it has been “mathematical 
and scientific and it should continue so” since the mili- 
tary profession is scientific_and technical in character. 
“The work of the graduates in this war, as in our past 
wars, has proved that the character of the course is 
essentially sound. No radical change in the system at 
the Military Academy should be made. Preserving the 
present character, the course should be developed and 
improved in every way possible. Such developments and 
improvements the heads of the departments are continu- 
ally striving to introduce.” ‘The course is now all that 
the average cadet can carry, the report states, and any 
increase in one subject can only be accomplished by a 
corresponding decrease in some other. “The mathemati- 
eal and scientific subjects constitute a logical and con- 
tinuous development of which no step can be omitted. 
Any increase of the cultural subjects would necessitate 
the omission of some of the scientific subjects, a change 
which, in the opinion of the committee, would do a 
great deal more harm than good.” 

The report states that if the course of study at the 
Academy is to be shortened to three years it can be 
done in one of three ways: (a) by a complete change in 
the whole character of the course; (b) by cutting off a 
year at the end of the present course; (c) by cutting 
off a year at the beginning of the present course. If the 
first plan is advocated it must be with a view to the 
substitution, in a shortened course, of some cultural 
subjects for the mathematical and scientific subjects. 
In view of the close relation of the military profession 
to the engineering profession the general committee is 
convinced that the course at the Academy should be 
scientific rather than cultural, adding: “No engineering 
school would think of substituting cultural for neces- 
sary scientific studies.” If the second plan is followed 
the subjects covered during the last year of the present 
four-year course, includiv.g iaw, Spanish, ordnance and 
gunnery, and civil and military engineering (covering 
fortification, Army organization and militray history) 
will have to be omitted. “These subjects cannot be added

The report closes with a reference to the fact that in 
determining the length of the course at the Academy 
“little weight should be given to any arguments based 
upon the lengths of the courses at foreign military 
schools” since compulsory military service enables en 
trance examinations to be set at discretion and the 
waterial to be chosen with care. Nor does the com- 
mittee feel justified in submitting at this time any recom- 
mendations based upon the relation of the Military 
Academy to the post-graduate schools, contenting itself 
with the suggestion that “as soon as conditions clear 
up enough to give some definite idea of what the future 
is to be, a board be appointed, on which the Military 
Academy and all branches of the Service shall be repre 
sented, to formulate a general plan for the educational 
system of the Army.”

isn’t it worth while to make it a place of improvement 
instead of one of stagnation? There has never before 
been so promising an opportunity for effecting such a 
change. The following are some of the changes which 
occur to me as being essential: 

Better living conditions: Men should not be required 
to live crowded into barracks, forty, fifty.or more in a 
single room. Barracks should be constructed on tbe 
order of those at West Point, two men living together 
Sergeants should have rooms to themselves. Non-com- 
missioned officers should have separate messes from the 
privates. The greatest weakness in our discipline 
grows out of the almost universal familiarity between 
non-commissioned officers and privates. This should be 
discouraged in every way possible. 

Employment of time: Each of the first five working 
days of the weck should include about four hours of in- 
tensive, snappy and varied drill and purely military in- 
struction, four hours of recitations and three or four 
hours of study. Saturday morning should be devoted to 
competitions, largely of military character. No liberty 
should be given’ between reveiile on Monday and noon on 
Saturday. Men of good.standing could be given liberty 
Saturday afternoons, and all except the necessary guard 
and fatigue and those undergoing punishment should be 
free on Sundays. Men clearly below the standard should 
be discharged. ‘The recitations for the first year might 
consist of common school subjects; for the second, high 
school subjects; and for the third, commercial pursuits 
such as stenography and typewriting, bookkeeping, pho- 
tography, salesmanship, agriculture, animal industry, 
etc. At expiration of enlistment a certificate setting 
forth rating in each subject should be furnished to the 
men in seeking employment in civil life—in fact, the 
War Department might well afford to conduct an em- 
ployment bureau 

It is predicted that after such a system of instruction 
had been in operation for a year or two, applications 
for the Army would be so numerous, that competitive 
mental examinations could be held prior to enlistment 
and the standard of personnel gradually raised.

be done. If, however, the resolution called for all minor 
cases tried by special and siimmary courts it would be 
necessary to examine about 350,000 additional records in 
this country and in France, and the preparation of this 
report would require several months’ time and necessitate 
the services of a very large force. 

GENERAL ANSELL ON COURTS-MARTIAL, 

3rig. Gen. Samuel T. Ansell, U.S.A., Acting Judge 
Advocate General, appeared before the Senate Committee 
on Military Affairs on Feb. 13 to urge the passage of 
the bill submitted by Senator Chamberlain to amend ex- 
isting laws regulating trial by courts-martial. General 
Ansell was severe in his condemnation of the present 
system of laws regarding courts-martial, styling it as 
“atrociously - bad.” He criticised adversely the sen- 
tences imposeg by Army courts-martial, stating “they 
have reached the heights of injustice” and in many in- 
stances bore no reasonable relationship to the offenses 
committed. “For forty years the Army has been cursed 
with red tape in its court-martial proceedings,” General 
Ansell continued. “Terrible injustices have been in- 
flicted upon small offenders. The whole system is wrong. 
I realize that I am arraigning an institution to. which 
I belong. But I-am doing it so that ample justice may 
be done the men in the ranks. We need more humanity 
in our judgment of their offenses. We have not shown 
it. For the sake of our men and their families we must 
put an end to this cruel system, and we must do it at 
once.” 

General Ansell went into details as to his efforts to 
have the office of the Judge Advocate General assume 
the power of review over courts-martial, authority for 
which he found under the law of 1862. The speaker 
stated that Secretary Baker did not encourage the Act- 
ing Judge Advocate General’s attitude in acting as a 
reviewing authority, but that he (General Ansell) had 
kept on exercising it ever since. The members of the 
committee insisted that Secretary Baker be called to 
throw light on this courts-martial question and it is 
expected he will appear before the committee in a few 
days.

SPEEDING UP ARREARS OF PAY. 
Under order of the Secretary of War instructions 
have been sent to all camps and cantonment commanders, 
with the exception of Camps Mills, Merritt and Stuart, 


as follows: 

Enlisted men arriving at a camp and attached te a con- 
valescent center will be taken up on the rolls of that detach 
ment, and steps taken immediately by the detachment com 
mander to complete payment of all men in arrears of full pay. 
Casuals in this and other casual organizations will continue on 
the rolls of their organizations when sick in base or camp hos- 
pitals, and detachment commanders and disbursing officers will 
be required to see that they are paid promptly. Supplementary 
payrolls will be used freely, consistent with proper functioning 
of personnel and finance offices, to insure paymént of all men 
in arrears of pay who have been omitted from or not paid on 
the regular payroll or who arrived at camp after the first of 
the month. It is urgent that every iaan in your camp—cas- 
uals, patients and members of Regular organizations—be paid 
promptiy all pay in arrears Before being transferred to 
another camp all men will be paid in full, 
include the last preceding month 

Effective Feb. 1, 1919, reports will be made by wire direct 
to the Director of Finance, War Department, Washington, 
D.C., on Feb. 15 and on the 15th of each month thereafter, 
showing the date on which payment of all organizations was 
completed, together with the number of individual enlisted men 
who were in camp on the last day of the preceding month, 
who on the date of such report (the 15th of the month) have 
not been paid in full to include the last day of such month, 
giving general reasons for non-payment If payment of organ 
izations is not completed on the 15th of the month this report 
will be made when such payments are completed. These in- 
structions supersede all prior instructions regarding reports as 
to prompt payment of troops at camps 

Instructions have also been sent commanding officers 
of all general hospitals as follows: 

Effective Feb. 1, 1919, report will be made by wire direct to 
the Director of Finance, War Department. Washington, D.C., 
on the ist and 15th of each month, showing the number of 
enlisted patients who had not received pay in full at date of 
receding report and have not since that time received pay in 
Pall: or, incase all such men have been paid, wire report will 
so state. Also report by letier diréct to the Director of Fi- 
mance, on the Ist and 15th of each month, showing the name

of each enlisted patient transferred since preceding report who 
at date of transfer out of hospital has not been paid in full to 
inelude last calendar month, and showing also the place to 
which transferred, with reasons for non-payment. Every rea- 
sonable effort will be made to see that men are so paid in full 
before being transferred. These insfructions supersede all prior 
instructions regarding reports as to prompt payment of enlisted 
patients in general hospitals.

CONFERENCE ON MILITARY SCHOOLS 
The Association of Military Colleges and Schools of 
the United States held its sixth annual meeting in 
Washington Feb. 6 and 7. The association, Which has 
fosty-two members from all parts ef the country, met 


discuss plans for conducting military work in educa- 
tional institutions, and for co-operation with the War 


Department. Throughout the two-day session great em- 
phasis was placed upon the importance of the training 
of men and boys of high school and college age as Re- 
serve officers. One of the most important features of the 
program was an address by Major Gen. P. ©. Harris, 
The Adjutant General, U.S.A. General Harris stated 
that whatever plan of Army reorganization might be 
adopted,. it was certain that the military work in the 
schools and colleges would play a large part in the pre- 
paredness measures of the country.

NAVY TO BRING ITS DEAD FROM FRANCE 

Plans are being formulated by the Navy Department 
for bringing back to the United States the bodies of 
officers and men of the Navy and Marine Corps who 
were killed or died in foreign service. This Navy policy 
has always obtained and it is hoped the plan will be 
carried out within the next several months. All the 
larger Navy ships and transports were equipped with 
embalming outfits and materials, and many licensed em- 
balmers were secured by enlistment in the Navy and 
enrolment in the Naval Reserve. The Navy Depart- 
ment therefore promises early return to their homes of 
the bodies of several hundred men from ships and naval 
stations in the war zone. Burial abroad has been nec- 
essary in many cases, including, of course, all officers 
and men of the Marine Corps who died in France and 
Belgium. The graves have been made semi-permanent, 
marked in such manner as to guard against error, and 
have been carefully tended and preserved, while minute 
and accurate burial records have been kept in the Navy 
Department at Washington, at Navy headquarters in 
London, and in the files of the various stations. 

The plan under consideration depends in a measure 
upon the expressed wishes of the next of kin in each 
case; the bodies to be allowed to remain in the eountry 
where death oceurred; to be returned to the United 
States to rest in Arlington; to be sent to the next of 
kin in any part of the United States for private burial. 
The wishes of relatives who desire that their dead lie 
urdisturbed will be granted, and it is intended that suit- 
able cemetries be purchased in France and elsewhere 
wherein all American dead can be assembled and given 
perpetual care and recognition. When it is requested 
that the body rest in a national cemetery, the Depart- 
ment will endeavor to so arrange the funeral that rela- 
tives may attend, and to pay appropriate military 
honors. All expenses will be borne by the Navy, includ- 
ing headstones and perpetual care of each grave. After 
arrival the bodies claimed for private interment will be 
forwarded by express to such place as shall be desig- 
nated by the next of kin. Every expense prior to and 
up to delivery of the body will be prepaid by the Navy, 
but the cost of private interment must at first be borne 
by the family, as the Navy Department is prohibited by 
law from paying these charges. However, a more re- 
cent enactment of Congress provides that reimburse- 
ment may be secured by relatives for the exact amount 
of funeral and burial expenses, not to exceed $100, upon 
presentation to the Bureau of War Risk Insurance, 
Treasury Department, Washington, D.C., of properly re- 
ceipted and certified bills. 

Those who have lost relatives in the war are invited 
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to communicate their wishes to the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery, Navy Department, Washington, D.C., con- 
cerning dead of the Navy or Naval Reserve, or to Majo 
Gen. Commandant George Barnett, U.S.M.C., Washing- 
ton, D.C., with respect to Marines, so that the Depart- 
ment may have very full information upon which to 
base its plans.

Dress REGULATIONS FoR YEOMEN (F.).

Higher Grave ror Crvit Wak SERVICE. 

“There cannot be many left of the retired enlisted men 
of the Army who saw Civil War service,” writes a cor- 
respondent ; “why should they not be included in the pro- 
visions of S. 4261, providing that petty officers, non- 
commissioned officers, and enlisted men of the U.S, 
Navy and Marine Corps on the retired list who had 
creditable Civil War service shall receive the rank or 
rating and pay of the next higher enlisted grade?” 
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LIEUT. HALFORD, SAGINAW SURVIVOR. 

Lieut. William Halford, U.S.N., retired, who died on 
Feb. 7, 1919, at San Francisco, Cal., until his death was 
one of the four living survivors of the officers of the 
Navy who were attached to the U.S.S. Saginaw, when 
she was wrecked on Ocean Island in the Pacific Oct. 29, 
1870. He was the only survivor of a boat's crew from 
the steamer which was sent from the island to bring aid. 
Ocean Island was a desolate sand bank 1,200 miles 
N.N.W. of Henolulu. 

The Saginaw at the time she was wrecked was under 
command of Comdr. Montgomery Sicard, U.S.N., and 
besides her officers had on board a crew of sixty-four 
men and fifteen civilian workmen, All stores and other 
supplies possible were saved from the wreck, but the 
rations being limited it was realized that early rescue 
Was necessary to avoid ultimate starvation. The only 
boat saved from the wreck was the captain's gig, and 
she was badly smashed. But in three weeks’ time the 
survivors of the wreck managed to repair this boat. The 
gig was completely decked over, with a hole kept in the 
deck for each man to sit in and row and with a mov- 
able hatch for each hole. When volunteers were called 
for to man the gig in an endeavor to reach the nearest 
land, 1,200 miles away, Lieut. John G. Talbot, Cox- 
swain William Halford, as he was then, and three gea- 
men were selected. 

After a month of great hardship and many narrow 
escapes, the gig reached the Sandwich Islands, as Ha- 
waii was then called. But in trying to make shore the 
beat was capsized, and all its occupants were drowned 
except Coxswain Halford, who succeeded in swimming 
ashore. He made known the plight of his shipmates 
on Ocean Island, aid was at once sent them and all 
were saved. The interesting statement as to the wreck 
and the experiences of the crew of the gig during its 
thirty days at sea, made by Coxswain Halford, appeared 
in the AkMY AND Navy JowuRNAL of Jan. 21, 1871, 

Lieutenant Halford was born in England Aug. 18, 
1841, and after enlisting, as a young man, in the U.S. 
Navy was appointed a gunner on April 14, 1871, a chief 
gunner March 3, 1899, and a lieutenant on the retired 
list since the present war. He was retired from active 
service Aug. 18, 1903, on attaining the age of sixty-two 
years. He leaves a daughter, Miss Mary A. Halford, 
who resided with her father. 

The only officers from the wreck of the Saginaw now 
alive are Rear Admiral Perry Garst, U.S.N., retired, 
who held the rank of master, and now resides at An- 
napolis, Md.; Comdr. George H. Read, U.S.N., retired, 
then a paymaster, who resides at Great Barrington, 
Maes. ; and Chief Engr. Henry C. Blye, U.S.N., retired, 
then first assistant engineer, who resides in New York 
eity.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Rear Admiral John Hood, U.S.N., retired, who died 
at the naval hospital, Annapolis, Md., Feb. 11, 1919, of 
Bright's disease, was born in Florence, Ala., Dec. 3, 
1859. He was appointed to the Naval Academy in 1875, 
and was graduated in 1879 standing No. 2 in his class. 
His first cruise after graduating was in the old Shenan- 
doah of the South Atlantic Station, and among other 
of the old vessels of the Navy he sailed in were the 
Wachusett, Brooklyn, Vandalia, Mohican, Jamestown, 
Constellation, Bancroft and Kearsarge. Admiral Hood 
was wrecked with the Kearsarge Feb. 21, 1894, on Ron- 
ecador Reef in the Pacific, and was a lieutenant on the 
Maine when she was blown up Feb. 15, 1898. Admiral 
Hood commanded the Hawk during the Spanish-Ameri- 
ean War, carried information of the arrival of the 
Spanish squadron off Santiago to the commander of the 
Flying Squadron at Cienfuegos, and delivered orders 





for him to proceed to Santiago, May 23, 1898. He was 
also in the Nero during the Spanish War. Admiral 


Hood made the survey of the Pacific cable in 1899-1900 
and prepared the data and charts by which the eable 
was laid. He was commander of the Eleano in Chinese 
waters during the Russo-Japanese war, 1903-5, and was 
commander of the Tacoma in 1907-9, regulating Haitian 
and Central American revolutions and elections. Ai- 
miral Hood was commander of the ships at the Naval 
Academy in 1909-10; commander of the Rhode Island 
of the Atlantic Fleet in 1910-11, and the Delaware in 
1911-12, and won the battle efficiency pennant. From 
1912 to 1915 he was a member of the General Board 
of the Navy. In 1915-16 he was commander of the 
Texas, winning the battleship efficiency pennant and 
gunnery trophy for the year, and received the “Red E” 
for excellence in engineering efficiency. He reached the 
grade of rear admiral Aug. 29, 1916, and was retired a 
few weeks ago for disability incident to the service, Ad- 
miral Hood had uot been in good health for some time. 
Rear Admiral iivod is survived by his wife, a daugh- 
ter of the late Kear Admiral T. T. Caswell, Pay Corps, 
U.S.N. 

Brig. Gen. James F. MelIndoe, U.S.A., Director of 
Military Engineering and Engineer Supplies, American 
Expeditionary rece, died in France of lobar pneumonia 
on Feb. 6, 191°. He was born in Maryland Jan. 18, 
1868, and was ;vaduated from the U.S. Military Acad- 
emy in June, 1591, being appointed an additional sec- 
ond lieutenant and taking his number in that grade in 
1895. Appointed first lieutenant in March, 1896, he be- 
came a captain in February, 1901, major in November, 
1907, and lieutenant colonel in February, 1915, his per- 
manent rank. He took his diploma from the Graduate 
Engineering School of Application in 1894. 

Col. Percy Weir Arnold, U.S.A. (major, Cav., Regu- 
lar Army), whose death by accident in France Noy, 25 
1918, we noted in our issue of Feb. 8, leaves a mother, 
Mrs. Sarah J. Arnold, widow of Brig. Gen> Abrabam 
K. Arnold, U.S.A.; one brother, Gol. S. B. Arnold 
U.S.A., and a wife, the daughter of Col. Charles Tay- 
lor, U.S.A. The deceased was born at Cold Spring- 
on-the-Hudson, N.Y., May 22, 1874, and was. graduated 
from Sheffield School, Yale, in June, 1896. He was also 
a graduate of the Infantry and Cavalry School at Fort 
Leavenworth. 

The remains of the late Major Otto Becker, jr., U.S, 
M.C.,. were buried with full military honors at Belle- 
fontaine Cemetery, St. Louis, Mo. Feb. 7, 1919. 
Major Becker, who was a son of Lieut. Col. Otto 
Becker, U.S.M.C., died at his. post in San Domingo, 
Jan. 9, 1919, of influenza. United States Marines acted

as pallbearers and two companies of soldiers from Jef- 
ferson Barracks formed the military escort. The funeral 
services were held at the Wagoner undertaking parlors, 
3621 Olive street. Rev. F. W. Herzberger, of the Luth- 
eran Church, preached the funeral sermon, after which 
former Congressman Richard Bartholdt, an uncle of the 
late major, paid tribute to his qualities as man and sol- 
dier. Music was furnished by the choir of St. Peter's 
Episcopal Church. Major Becker was in Peking, China, 
serving with the American Legation Guard, when the 
United States entered the war against Germany. He 
was granted a month’s leave last fall and was in St. 
Louis until Oct. 23, when he left for San Domingo. He 
was stationed in St. Louis as marine recruiting officer 
about six years ago. Major Becker is survived by his 
father and four sisters, Mrs. F. Braun, 3546 Page 
avenue, and Misses Emma, Clara and Marie, all living 
with the father at 3835 Cleveland avenue, St. Louis. 

Major Alfred King, 311th Field Art., assistant G-1, 
Hdqrs. Staff, 5th Army Corps, was killed in action by 
shell fire near La Neuville, France, on Nov. 10, 1918, 
only a few hours before the cessation of hostilities. He 
was twenty-six years old, graduated at West Point in 
1916, served on the Mexican border and was with Gen- 
eral Pershing’s expedition into Mexico. Later he was 
attached to the School of Fire before joining his regi- 
ment on the way to France. Major King was the son 
of Capt. Josiah H. King, U.S.A., retired, of Erie, Pa. 
Resolutions in honor of his memory were presented to 
Captain King on Jan. 24 by James M. Sherwin and 
Samuel L. Gilson, representing the Four Minute Men 
of Erie county. Captain King was one of the promi- 
nent members of the speaking bureau of that organiza- 
tion. The resolutions recite that at a meeting held Dec. 
29, 1918, the members of the 4-M.M. of Erie learned 
with sorrow of the death of Major King, who gave his 
life in the service of his country. “Major King,” the 
resolutions add, “had already, for one so young, gained 
great distinction by his brilliant and fearless perform- 
ance of the duties assigned to him. He was one of 
the youngest majors in the U.S. Army. He was a true 
son, in spirit as well as in blood, of the brave and loyal 
soldier of his country, our respected colleague and whole- 
hearted patriot, Capt. J. H. King. The 4-M.M. extend 
to our colleague, Captain King, our sincere sympathy 
and the assurance of our most cordial fellowship. Major 
King was the worthy son of a worthy father. His pa- 
triotic service and sacrifice will remain a sacred mem- 
ory to those who knew and loved him. At the conclu- 
sion of the short but eloquent addresses and presenta- 
tion of the memorial resolutions, which aside from the 
sentiments expressed, were themselves intrinsically of 
great value, having been designed, handsomely engraved 
and hand-painted by W. Nobles, Captain King said: 
“Gentlemen, this is all so beautiful, so very, very beau- 
tiful and unexpected, I find it impossible to say a word 
but “Thank you.’” 

Lieut. George Phelps Legget, Air Ser., U.S.A., en- 
gaged in the work of a pursuit pilot at Ream Field, 
near San Diego, Cal., was instantly killed by a fall of 
500 feet on Jan. 20 when his plane collided wigh that 
piloted by Lieut.

He persisted in this work of rescue until four a.m., 
holding his party at work as much by force of example 
as by order; and although the position was repeatedly 
shelled, his cool ébservation and accurat® judgment of 
the shifting of the barrage enabled him to direct the 
movements of his party in such & manner that none was 
wounded. Had he reported the presence of wounded to 
the nearest ambulance station he would have performed 
his full duty, and by assuming the initiative and ‘per- 
sonally conducting the search and rescue under heavy 
shell fire, he performed a deed of conspictious bravery, 
ebove and beyond all call of duty.”

I Senate on Feb. &8 an amendment to the Post

The Senate on Feb. 6 passed the bill (H.R. 13353) to 
extend the provisions of the homestead laws touching 
credit for period of enlistment to the soldiers, nurses, 
and officers of the Army and the seamen, marines, nurses 
and officers of the Navy and of the Marine Corps of the 
United States who have served or will have served with 
the Mexiean border operations or during the war be- 
tween the United States and Germany and her allies. 





BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS 
War Risk lneurance 
8S. 5517, Mr. Simmons.—To amend the war-risk insurance 
act as follows: 

**Sec. 1. There is established in the Treasury Department 
@ Bureau of War Risk Insurance, the director of which shall 
receive a salary of $5,000 per annum. Until such time as the 
Secretary of the Treasury may direct otherwise and subject to 

rovisions of Sec. 9 hereof, there shall be in such bureau a 
ivision of Marine and Seamen's Insurance and a Division of 
Military and Naval Insurance.’ 

Sec. 2. That Sec. 18 of such act is hereby amended to read 
as follows: ‘‘Sec. 18. There is hereby appropriated $141,- 
000,000, to be known as the military and naval allowance 
appropriation, for payment of family allowances provided by 
Art. II. Payments out of this appropriation shall be made 
upon and in accordance with awards by the director.’’ 

Sec. 3. Sec. 210 of such act is amended to read: ‘‘Sec. 
210. That upon receipt of application for family allowance the 
director shall make investigations and make an award, on 
basis of which award amount of allotments to be made by the 
man shall be certified to War Department or Navy Depart- 
ment, as may be proper. Whenever the director shall have 
reason to believe an allowance improperly made or conditions 
changed, he shall investigate and may modify award. Amount 
ef each monthly allotment and allowance shall be determined 
according to family conditions existing on first day of the 
month.’’

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ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 
House Committee Report. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs on Feb. 10 
reported the bill H.R. 15835 making appropriations for 
the Military Establishment for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1920. Discussion of the measure was begun 
in the House on Feb. 12. The committee report on the 
bill states: 

“The estimates originally submitted call for $1,916,- 
905,572.16. The committee was informed that the origi- 
nal estimate was merely tentative and was requested to 
wait upon the department for further and more specific 
estimates. This the committee did not receive until the 
middle of January, and even then it was not in com- 
plete form. Under these circumstances the committee 
has worked out, as well as it possibly could, the bill 
that is now reported. 

“The amount of the revised estimates is $1,185,721,- 
466.41; the amount which the committee has reported 
is $1,117,289,488.56. The bill, as reported, provides for 
an Army of an average strength for the next fiscal year 
of 28,579 officers and 509,909 enlisted men. It is esti- 
mated that this will be the average strength during the 
period of demobilization. It is not intended by this 
bill to suggest even a permanent standing Army of any 
such size or strength. In other words, as stated to the 
cemmittee, under this bill we may have more than 
1,000,000 men in the Service at the beginning of the 
next fiscal year, and perhaps not more than 200,000 at 
the end of the fiscal year. 


Voluntary Enlistment; Repeal of Overman Act. 

“The committee also recommends the restoration of 
voluntary enlistments and the repeal of the Overman 
Act, except in so far as it authorizes the President te 
maintain certain tactical units. The committee also 
recommends that the pay of the enlisted men provided 
for during the emergency be continued. 

“The legislative features of the bill provide for a 
memorial building at Fort Leavenworth; the relief of 
Frank Barber, a British officer, who was injured while 
undertaking the training of American troops in this 
country; the re-enactment of the provision relating to 
the Taylor system, just as it appeared in the bill of last 
year; the repeal of the distinction between the stripe or 
chevron of officers and enlisted men in the service over- 
seas and in this country by invalidating regulations 
heretofore made on the subject; and provides for the 
promotion of officers and men recommended for promo- 
tion prior to the 12th day of November.”

NEW LEGISLATION FOR THE ARMY

STATEMENT AS TO DEMOBILIZATION MISCONSTRUED. 
After Col. J. R. McAndrews, U.S.A., of the General 
Staff, returned to Washington on Feb. 12 from New 
York city he found that a statement he had made about 
the Army demobilization procedure before the New York 
State Reconstruction Commission on Feb. 10 has been 
misconstrued. Colonel McAndrews was represented as 
stating that no soldiers on duty in the United States 
would be discharged until the men from abroad had been 
demobilized. What Colonel McAndrews really said was 
that “all men returning from overseas eligible for dis- 
charge will be discharged promptly, and in addition a 
gradual reduction will continue to be made in all units 
and utilities in the United States by discharge of men 
as rapidly as their service can be spared. Practically all 
organizations in the United States except those of the 
Regular Army and those necessary to carry on the 
work of demobilization, have already been ordered de- 
mobilized, and the work connected with their demobili- 
gation will continue. After this is accomplished the 
number of men to be discharged will be regulated by the 
number of men returning from overseas plus a gradual 
reduction of domestic units as they can be spared.”

to interrupt. If this provision in tha new legislation in 
the appropriation bill is passed the General Staff will 
doubtless be reduced te the strength established t 
under the Nation&l Defense act, a condition of affairs 
that will be a serious menace to the nation in t pres 


ent condition of the world’s affairs. 

For it must not be forgotten that we are still 
state of war. Our enemy, Germany, has adopted ch 
an attitude toward carrying out the conditions of the 
armistice that Marshal Foch has found it necessary to 
make the new conditions for a renewal! of the armistice 
more severe than were the original terms. Internal econ 
ditions in Russia, Poland and Germany are a menace to 
the peace of the world, as the attitude of France in ask- 
ing for an international army shows. Great Britain, we 
learn, now proposes to organize a new army of 900,000 
men from her troops under arms and to have this force 
ready May'1. Even one of the provisions of the League 
of Nations has been rewritten, and stiffened in the pro- 
cess, so that it is now provided that if any nation makes 
war wantonly the other nations in the league are obli- 
gated to take measures to meet the situation. Such 
“measures” could only be military ones, of course. 
Wherever one looks about the world the need for provid- 
ing for military measures for most of the nations en- 
gaged in the Peace Conference seems a positive neces- 
sity for the safety and well-being of those nations.” And 
practically every nation has such provision or is taking 
measures to see they have a proper military establish- 
ment, except the United States. 

Both our. Congress and our people seem as indifferent 
to these world war troubles as they did in the years be- 
tween August, 1914, and the beginning of 1917. We are 
going through the same reaction towards a sufficient 
Army and a sufficient Navy as we have done after every 
war we have fought since the Revolution.

LIQUIDATION COMMISSION APPOINTED.

DISCHARGES FROM EMERGENCY COMMISSIONS. 
Announcement on Feb. 1 by Gen. Peyton C. March, 
Chief of Staff, that he had “ordered discharged from 
their emergency commissions thirty-three general offi- 
cers” has been the cause of much speculation on the 
part of Army officers holding emergency 
in ranks several steps in advance of those they hold in 
the Regular establishment.

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PROGRESS OF THE ALLIES. 


Disquieting reports are in circulation throughout 
France of the secret aim of the Germans to resume hos- 
tilities in the near future, when they believe the oppor- 
tunity has arrived. Marshal Foch himself is said to 
fear a possible resumption of hostilities. The German 
hope lies largely in the demobilization of Allied forces. 
Four months after the formal declaration of peace by 
the President of the United States the “U.S. Army for 
the emergency” will cease to exist. The American troops 
now in Germany and France are anxious to return 
home as soon as possible. 

Former Emperor William is said to be still plotting to 
regain his throne. He maintains constant communication 
with his former supporters in Germany. German army 
officers in Switzerland on Feb. 10 attempted to send a 
telegram to the former emperor reiterating their allegi- 
ance to his cause and attacking the Entente powers in 
such language that the Swiss authorities refused to 
transmit the telegram. Prince Henry of Prussia, brother 
of the ex-kaiser, declared that one of the National 
Convention's principal tasks must be the “restoration of 
the power and dignity of the German empire as at ihe 
beginning. of the war.” This and other aims were to be 
reached, in part, by “firstly, the restoration of monar- 
chial Kaiserdom under the old dynasty and Prussia’s 
leadership, based on the federal constitution as historic- 
ally developed.” 

General Hirschauer, governor of Strassbourg, has re- 
ported to Marshal Foch that be has obtained sworn evi- 
dence that the Germans throughout the whole war used 
the towers of Strassbourg cathedral for machine gun 
supports, for observation points for direction of artillery 
fire, and for listening posts against airplanes. 

Poles are reported to have captured the towns of 
Schubin, Netzwaide and Gruenthal from German forces, 
while the town of Nakel, occupied by the Germans, was 
being shelled. 

The Peace Conference commitee refused to accept Mar- 
shal Foch’s suggestion to send an Allied army to help the 
Poles. Rotterdam and Antwerp, it is reported from 
Paris, are to be used as base ports for the American 
Army of Occupation. Warehouses are to be erected at 
both places and ships will load to and from barges, 
which will navigate the Rhine direct to points held by 
American troops. Rations and supplies will be sent di- 
rect from New York to Coblenz and elsewhere. 

Reports from Coblenz show, as a result of the inter- 
ception and reading at the American Base Censor’s office 
of the 3d American Army of letters written by Germans 
in the occupied territory and addressed to relatives and 
friends in America, that the feeling of hatred for the 
American troops stationed there is very bitter, although 
the Germans outwardly express great friendship and 
admiration for them and seek to pro; ‘tiate them in every 
way, even to the extent of abject servility. Some letters 
expressed detestation of the American soldiers on gen- 
eral grounds, while others resent the fact that our 
troops were billeted on the writers. Scores of letters 
accuse the Americans of deeds of which they are guilt- 
less. Two hundred and twenty-one German citizens were 
tried in the American military courts during the week 
ending Feb. 5, of whom 198 were convicted. Most of the 
offenses were violations of the law against the purchase 
of American foodstuffs. Three convictions were for dis- 
seminating enemy propaganda among the troops. Four- 
teen German women were convicted of associating with 
American soldiers and fined from 100 marks upward and 
sentenced to as much as one month’s imprisonment. 

A limited number of officers and men of the American 
Army of Occupation are to be given an opportunity to 
see Berlin as a result 7 the establishment of a daily 
courier service between Coblenz and the German capi- 
tal, due to the uncertainty of German mails. 

Capt. Walter R. Gherardi, U.S.N., is to go to Berlin 
as head of the party to be sent to Germany to investigate 
social, political and economic conditions for the American 
delegation of the Peace Conference. 

Reports of widespread lawlessness in Paris on the part 
of Americans, particularly of the American Expedition- 
ary Force, have been disproved by Brig. Gen. W. W. 
Harts, Américan commander of the Paris district, in a 
report to Major Gen. J. G. Harbord. Instead of the total! 
of “thirty-four murders, 250 day and night attacks and 
550 bloody combats” during December there were only 
two cases of assault and battery, three of housebreaking, 
and seyen of disorderly conduct.

WHAT THE 1ST DIVISION ACCOMPLISHED. 

Major Gen. A. W. Greeley, U.S.A., retired, gives some 
interesting data regarding the 1st Division, American 
Expeditionary Force, in the New York Times of Feb. 8. 
He says in part: “That the public may appreciate the 
fiber and metal of these representative troops, formed by 
a national consolidation, it appears desirable and of 
timely interest that the achivements of a typical Regular 
division should be briefly, if somewhat inadequately, de- 
scribed.. For this purpose the Ist Division is selected, 
not that its bravery is superior, its discipline better or 
its morale higher, but because it was the first division 
to reach France, first to serve in trench warfare, first to 
fire a hostile shell, first to lose a man, first to capture a 
prisoner, first to repel a German raid, frst to man an 
independent sector, and first to recapture a town (Cas- 
tigny) and hold it against all counter-attacks, 

“Sailing from Hoboken on June 24, 1917, the 1st Di- 
vision reached St. Nazaire, at the mouth of the 
river Loire, in_ safety. The division, 27,000 strong, 
was trained by Gen. W. L. Sibert, of Alabama, but went 
into actuil war service ge! Gen. Robert Lee Bullard, 
also of Alabama, with Col. Campbell King, of Georgia, 
as Chief of Staff. The Ist Brigade, 16th and 18th Reg- 
ular Infantry, was commanded by Gen. John L. Hines 
of West Virginia, and the 24 Brigade by Gen. Beaumont 
B. Buck of Texas.. The Artillery brigade, the 5th, 6th 
and 7th Begepoets of Field Artillery, was finally put 
under Col. A. Holbrook of Wisconsin. In addition 
there were ai 1st Regiment of Enginecrs, the lst, 24 
and 3d Machine Gun Battalions, a headquarters = 
of Cavalry, Signal Corps, field battalions and medic: 
units. 

The captures included 125 officers, 3,375 men; sey- 
enty-five guns, 77-mm. and 150-mm.; fifty mortars; 300 








machine guus; 2,5000 rifles, with much ammunition and 
supplies. ‘The price paid was the heaviest to date of 
any division, 7,840 in all; killed, 1,252; wounded, 4,771; 
gassed, 274; and missing, 1,543. One officer to every 
sixteen men was killed—an extraordinary proportion. 

“The Ist Division paid a fearful price for its Argonne 
victory, the casualties numbering 8,554, of whom 117 
were officers. Killed, 851; wounded severely, 2,66 
wounded slightly, 1,710; gassed, 1,614; missing (mostly 
dead it is thought), 1,715. One of every three! Ordi- 
narily this would have been the end of a division for 
months, but the Ist answered promptly for an emer- 
gency in the operatians again Nouzon and Sedan (Nov. 
3-8), where it sustained losses of 1,087 and captured 
fifty-four men, guns, etc. Summarized, its war casual- 
ties, killed, wounded, gassed and missing, aggregated 
23,974, of whom 715 were officers. Its losses by disease 
are unknown, but the total replacements slightly exceed 
30,00 

“The armistice signed, the 1st Division left Abin- 
court, near Verdun, six days later, and by a march of 
more than 200 miles occupied the Coblence bridgehead 
on Dec. 24. It was the first American force to cross the 
Rhine.” 





NOTES OF OUR FORCES ABROAD 
Reports from the A.E.F. continue to show reduction 


in the number of sick. According to a table prepared by 
the Statistics: Branch, General Staff, the net decrease in 
the number of sick from disease between Noy. 14, 1918, 
and Jan. 16 was 27,112, while the net decrease in the 
number of sick from injury between the same dates was 
70,574; making a total decrease of 97,486. 
Machine Guns and Automatics for A.E.F. 
_ The work of supplying eight divisions of the 3d Amer- 
ican Army with Browning machine guns and automatic 
rifles has commenced, according to a press message 
from the headquarters of the Army. They are to re- 
place the machine guns and automatic rifles with which 
the troops of the American E.F. have been armed. More 
than 150 freight cars will be required to complete the 
transportation of the arms from France to the occupied 
territory. Each division is to be supplied with 768 au- 
tomatic rifles and 234 machine guns. 
Civil Educational Schools in A.E.F. 

Fifty. thousand soldiers of the A.E.F. have enrolled as 
students in the Army schools, to be conducted under 
the direction of the Army Educational Commission. 
Hundreds of former college and academy professors and 
instructors from the various branches of the A.E.F. have 
been sent to teach these schools, together with thousands 
of text-books. The plan to make these divisional schools 
continue in operation with the divisions moving on the 
homeward route, and being broken up only when the 
units are mustereu out in the United States. Courses 
in high branches have been arranged in fourteen French 
universities and seven universities in Scotland and Eng- 
land, but in addition the A.F.F. will have a college of 
its own. American Army men taking courses in Europe 
may choose whether they wish to return home with their 
unit or remain in Europe until their courses are com- 
pleted. 

Discharges from French Army. 

The Department of State announced on Feb. 4 that 
the French Minister of War has informed the American 
Embassy at Paris that all Americans in the French 
army who had volunteered for the duration of the war 
will be discharged upon their request. 

A cablegram dispatch to the War Department says: 
“Relative to the discharge of foreigners, including i r- 


icans, enlisted in the French Army for the duration of 
the war, the following note has been received en “the 
Minister of War: ‘Foreigners who enlisted voluntarily 


for the duration of the war and = request discharge 
are now authorized to apply for their immediate return 
to their homes. The head of the corps or department 
under whose orders they are will take immediate action 
on these requests. The soldiers will be ordered to the 
Army depot in the district in which they im to re- 
side, and their discharges will be given them by the 
commandant of each such depot. Those who wish to go 
abroad will be directed to the depot they may choose.’”

General Pershing: “There bas been in the past a great 
deal of complaint in regard to mail facilities and length 
of time it takes letters written in the United States to 
reach those in the merican Expeditionary Force to 
whom addressed. ‘These complaints may in particular 
cases have had some foundation, but I desire to inform 
you that during the operations of the 1st Corps in the 
Meuse-Argonne offensive and in the case of 3d Army 
Headquarters now occupying German territory, prompt 
receipt of mail is all that can be desired. It is no un- 
usual thing for letters to be received in the 3d Army 
within fifteen days of their date of mailing in the 
United States, and from eighteen to twenty-one days is 
common. I attribute this state of affairs to the very 
devoted efforts of those in charge whose difficulties and 
the thanklessness of whose tasks I thoroughly realize.” 

In reference to statements published in the United 
States relative to accumulation of mail in the A.E.F. 
General Pershing cabled: “Colonel Howe, Director of 
Postal Express Service, submits the following: There is no 
accumulation of correctly addressed mail arriving in 
France from the States. First-class mail moves on sched- 
uled passenger trains and reaches present rail heads of 
Army of Occupation in six days from time of arrival 
in France. There is no delay or accumulation in France 
of mail bound for the States. Statistics taken from 
pouch records of Bordeaux terminal by civil postal au- 
thorities and submitted to this service show that it takes 
an average of four and one-half days for mail dispatched 
divisional rail heads to reach Bordeaux termina! and an 
average of 2.20 days for mail dispatched from fixed post 
offices on line of communication to reach Bordeaux ter- 
minal. Bordeaux terminal report their floors are cleared 
of mail after each shipment to the States. If there is 
any delay in mail from France other than these figures 
show it is on the water or elsewhere. Mail arriving in 
France incorrectly addressed requires comparison with 
records of Statistical Section and readdressing from 





these records. ‘he quantity of this incorrectly ad- 
dressed letter mail at the central post office undergoing 
redirection is 1,210 sacks This quantity jcould be 


placed in one American car. Over 100,000 line pages 
of this mail are being redirected daily. The quantity 
of dead letters shipped to the States during January, 
up to the 26th instant, as taken from records submitted 
to this service by civil postal agent at Bordeaux, was 
126 sacks.’ ”

“Mail from the United States is arriving satisfactorily. 
A letter dispatched from San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 20, 
reached Treves, France, Feb. 4. This is regarded as 
record mail service.”

Dotted around the monogram are seven crimson stars 
grouped in the form of the brighter stars in the constella- 
tion of Orion. The letters N.Y.D. siand for “New York 
Division,” while the stars representing Orion were chosen 
by the enlisted men of the division in honor of their 
commander, Major Gen. John F. O’Ryan. ‘The latter 
officially approved the design, and Lieut. L. Roberts Wal- 
ton, late U.S.A., of 33-39 West 34th street, New York 
city, has charge of their issue in New York. A wel- 
come home badge, which has the division insignia on it, 
to be worn by the relatives and friends of members of 
the 27th Division, has also been designed and can be 
obtained through Lieutenant Walton at the above ad- 
dress. 


6TH INFANTRY, U.S. ARMY. 


We have received a copy of “A Brief Historical 
Sketch of the 6th United States Infantry,” compiled by 
Lieut. Oscar Lee Owens, the regimental chaplain, who 
was at Trier (Treves), Germany, in January, 1919. 
The sketch of the regiment commences with its organi- 
zation in 1798 and its history covers all tht wars in 
which the United States has been engaged up to the 
present time. Lieutenant Owens compiled the booklet 
in the field under European war conditions and at a 
time, he states, when he did not have access to original 
documents. He believes, however, that the statements 
given are correct and can be verified at the office of The 
Adjutant Genera! at Washington. 

The booklet gives a brief sketch of the battles the reg- 
iment took part in during the war of 1812, and notes 
the fact that Col. Henry Atkinson was in command of 
the regiment from 1815 to 1842, a period of twenty- 
seven years. The 6th Infantry built the first U.S. fort 
west of the Missouri river at Council Bluffs in Septem- 
ber, 1819, and gave beginning to the first settlement in 
the State of Nebraska. ‘The fort was named Fort At- 
kinson in honor of the colonel. Among other interesting 
data the list of Indian campaigns the regiment engaged 
in from 1832 to 1847 is given, and also its service dur- 
ing the Mexican War. ‘Then follows_a brief resumé of 
its services in the Civil War, Spanish-American War, 
the Philippines, Mexican border and the present world 
war. The regiment arrived at Brest, France, April 23, 
i918. The various stations of the regient are noted, as 
well as the hetions it participated in. These included, 
the capture of Frapelle, the battle of St. Mihiel, the 
Argonne-Meuse campaign, the Heights of Meuse and 
finally its assignment to duty in the Army of Occupation 

noted. ‘ts station, at last accounts, was Trier, Ger- 
nany, which was reached on the afternoon of Dec. 1, 
1918, the regiment being the first American troops to 
nter that ancient city.

Robert S. Worthington’s plane at Vernon, 
Ala., which was damaged by striking a tree. On Feb. 
® it was announced that three of the four airplanes 
were on trains goimg home by rail, the fourth phane was 
to be flown alone by Major Albert D. Smith, Commander 
of the squadron, from El Puso to Rockwell Field. The 
three planes had reached E] Paso on Feb. 11. The party 
was to have taken the air at daybreak Feb. 12, but a 
65-mile wind struck El Paso at four a.m. and badly 
damaged two planes, which were dismantled and shipped 
forward by rail. Major Smith wired the Director of 
Military Aeronautics last night that he would go on 
alone at the earliest opportunity, but that the wind was 
still blowing with a velecity of forty-five miles an 
hour and directly against him.

MASSACHUSETTS 


Former Attorney General Herbert Parker appeared before 
the Committee on Military Affairs of the Massachusetts Legis- 
lature on Feb. 6 in support of a bill filed on his petition 
which provides for fixing the rank of The Adjutant General 
as brigadier general in the military forces of the common- 
wealth, says the Boston Transcript. Mr. Parker pointed out 
that the present Adjutant General, who holds the rank of 
colonel, is outranked by the field officers of the state military 
organizations, who hold the rank of brigadier general, and 
also by the adjutants general of other states.

securing a commission in the Regular Establishment, when the 
future needs of the Service have been determined! Par. 5, 
War D., Cir. 75, Nov. 20, 1918, specifies the method of dis 
charge of officers not in the Itegular Army, and also provides 
that “‘Officers on sick report or in hospital will not be dis 
charged under provisions of these instructions.’’ It would 
seem that officers in hospital are not in a positien to signify 
their wish to be retained in the Service until such time as 
they are discharged from hospital, at which time they would 
be returned to duty pending their absolute severance from the 
Service. Answer: Cir. 124, Par. 1-d, states that ‘‘Officers 
who are patients in general or other hospitals not at a military 
camp or station wili, when further treatment is unnecessary, 
be physically examined at such hospital, the examination 
being recorded on Form 395-1, A.G.O. Officers’ qualification 
card, Form 395-1 and Form 150-CPB-GS filled out by the 
officer will then by sent by the commanding officer of the 
hospital to the nearest department, camp or port commander, 
having authority to order dischgrge of officers. The com- 
mander a. the above report will either discharge the 
officer or order him to report for duty according to circum- 
stances in each case. So much of Cir. 75, War D., 1918, as 
prevents discharge of officers in hospital is amended accord 
ingly.’’ On Form 150 the officer is required to state whether 
or not he desires Regular Army appointment. This is not 
an application, but a statement of desire for the guidance of 
the commanding officer authorized to discharge the officer or 
order him to duty. No application for Regular Army should 
be submitted by a patient in a hospital, but, after return to 
duty, application should be made out on Form 151-CPB-GS 
is the officer desires Regular Army appointment.

Answer: The order 
issued by the War Department permits them to wear their 
uniform ninety days after being discharged. When discharged 
they may engage in whatever occupation they please. 

J. T.—The bill to authorize resumption of recruiting in the 
Army has not yet been signed by the President. As to status 
of men that came from G.R.S. to G.S., Inf., that will depend 
en future orders. Regarding your application for transfer, 
the disapproval was doubtless based on the present non 
existence of a G.R.S. in the Army.

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THE FRENCH NAVY IN THE WAR. 


From Our French Correspondent. 





The sudden collapse of Bocheland is seen to .be the 
direct consequenee of the Allied command of the sea. 
France’s share in sea work comes next to that of Great 
Iritain, the Gallic fleet having entered the fray one 
year before Italy and three years before the United 
States decided to join the cause of justice. While co- 
operating with the British navy all over the war zone, 
the main task of the French fleet has been the com- 
mand of the Mediterranean, so successfully enforced 
that not a single Austrian surface vessel could inter- 
fere with the vital Allied sea routes in southern waters, 
recognizing the hopelessness of a struggle with the 
highly efficient and much superior battle fleet of Ad- 
miralissimo de Lapeyrére. In 1914-15 the French op- 
posed dreadnoughts, viz., four Courbets of 23,460 
and six Dantons of 18,400 tons, without mentioning five 
serviceable pre-dreadnoughts of the Patrie class of 
15,000 tons, to the four Viribus of 20,000 tons dnd three 
Radetzkis of 14,500 tons that composed the really effi- 
cient battle foree of Austria. The French superiority 
in gunpower, of at least two to one at the start, became 
overwhelming later with the commissioning of the three 
super-dreadnoughts of the Bretagne type, 23,600 tons 
and ten guns of 13.4-inch, that outmatched the foe in 
the matter of range. 

It is now no secret that the French commander-in- 
chief, deeply imbued with the spirit of offensive @ 
outrance, meant to boldly tackle the much superior 
Kaiser’s armada, had England decided to remain neu- 
tral. On the second day of mobilization, before the de- 
cision of Great Britain was known, the weak and slow 
Deuxiéme Escadre Légére, of Brest, received the im- 
perative order to immediately put to sea and oppose the 
passage of the German fleet through the channel! And 
this would have been no folly, no useless sacrifice as 
may appear at first sight. In the essentially risky game, 
which is the art of war, the fearless facing of odds is 
usually the wisest course. 

From the Adriatic experience France learned the 
urgent need of scouts for blockading and general duties, 
and regretted having just like the United States had 
done, altogether sacrificed light, speedy cruisers to line 
of battleships. For the lack of éclaireurs over twenty- 
two knots, cruising on the high sea had to be carried out 
by large armored ships, and the 12,600-ton Gambetta 
was sunk and the Jean Bart damaged by a_ torpedo. 
Therefore, it has been decided France cannot have too 
many croiseurs légers, and too many destroyers, a con- 
clusion similar to that reached by the United States 
naval authorities. But the new 8,000-ton and thirty- 
five-knot American scouts, though much admired and 
considered to be the strongest ships of that class pro- 
jected up to date, are judged to be too expensive and 
unnecessarily large for French requirements. The mul- 
tiplication of submarine and aerial weapons will render 
blockading and cruising round the coasts an even more 
dangerous pastime than it is at present. And as French 
scouts are expected to work in proximity to coasts it is 
generally held their displacement ought not to exceed 
that of the British Calliope or of the U.S. Chesters, 
with armament of four or five guns of six-inch bore or 
of 5.5-inch. 

The share of the French navy in the Dardanelles ex- 
pedition deserves notice. Of the five pre-dreadnoughts 
of the Guépratte squadron that co-operated under Brit- 
ish command, three have come to grief, viz., the Bouvet, 
Gaulois and Suffren. The operation failed, not because 
it was impossible, but simply because it was not effi- 
ciently prepared. Battleships of the usual type are also 
the wrong sort of instruments for coastal attack, being 
too large, too vulnerable to mines and torpedoes and de- 
ficient in guns suitable for work against fortifications. 
No wonder England and also France have decided to re- 
turn to the old monitor of American origin. Ericsson's 
idea has been proved by events to be eminently sound. 
But the shape of the hull in present day battleships can- 
not be said to be incompatible with a reasonable margin 
of safety against submarine attacks. So recently as Oc- 
tober last—an incident that had been kept secret—the 
18,000-ton Voltaire, flagship of the Deuxiéme Escadre, 
was twice torpedoed on the route from Malta to Mudros. 
Despite a heavy list, her bulkheads held their own; she 
reached unassisted the Milo island, and after temporary 
repairs, gained the Toulon arsenal. 

The war growth of the French navy, though inferior 
to that of the United States and British fleets, has been 
remarkable when is taken into account the fact that in- 
vaded France had, from the first, to devote the whole of 
her attention and resources to the Army. No less than 
1.296 units were in commission at the close of hostilities, 
of which 117 cemposed the battle fleet, and 874 were em- 
ployed in counter-submarine warfare. The armée navale, 
based on Corfu Island, is the only one among belligerent 
fleets to have been the whole time far from home waters 
and repairing bases. : 

France provided the following percentage of Allied 
force, namely, 56 per cent. of the Allied battle fleet in 
the Mediterranean, 65 per cent. of Mediterranean patrol 
boats, 38 per cent. of the torpedoboats, 30 per cent. of 
the submarine force; while in the Atlantic and Channel 
11 per cent. of the patrol boats, 65 per cent. of the tor- 
pedoboats and 17 per cent. of the Allied submarines 
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flew the Tricolor. The naval aerial force included 257 
dirigibles and captive balloons, and 870 seaplanes, and 
has displayed unequaled anti-submarine activity. In 
August last, for instance, Gallic seaplanes flew 8,505 
hours, covering 495,000 miles; and the dirigibles covered 
77,000 miles in 1,924 hours. September and October 
improved in some respects on this fine record and ex- 
plain, with the American co-operation, the practical im- 
munity from attack of the French Atlantic coasts in the 
closing months of the war. The armistice put a stop to 
interesting developments, France then working on her 
aviation at a rate of some 700,000,000 francs per year. 

It is seen the French navy has revealed itself as a 
reliable fighting machine. ‘The personnel fully main- 
tained its glorious traditions by its discipline and pro 
fessional efficiency. From the naval test also France 
emerges greater than before the war.

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THE U.S. SHIP PRESIDENT GRANT. 
To THE EpiTor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

Had the President Grant started on her return trip to 
her German port the 20th of July, 1914, instead of the 
50th perhaps nearly 50,000 American troops now in 
France would still be in the United States, and thou- 
sands of them who had previously landed might have 
been short of some provisions. Sut when the Grant 
started on July 30 war was declared and she put back 
for an American port to prevent the possibility of cap- 
ture, and thus became one of the interned German mer- 
chant ships. When war was declared between the United 
States and Germany the Grant was commandeered, along 
with other interned vessels, and used by our country as a 
transport. She was built at Belfast, Ireland, in 1907, 
and was purchased by the Hamburg-American Line. 
Bearing a revered American name, when she was taken 
over, instead of following the course adopted as to the 
other commandeered German ships, her name was not 
changed. 

The Grant is to-day, after twelve years’ service, one 
of the staunchest ships on the seas. She was con- 
structed for “safety first” rather than speed, with a 
credit of 12%4 knots. She has a length of 600 feet, beam 
68 feet, gross tonnage 18,073 tons, draft 33 feet, maxi- 
mum displacement 33,000 tons. She has, since being 
made a part of our Navy, made nine round trips between 
the U.S. and French ports up to Jan. 18, when she 
pointed her bow into port at Hoboken. She has carried 
nearly 50,000 American soldiers and thousands of tons 
of supplies. On the trip from Brest, just completed, 
she returned more than 5,000 American soldiers. 

She carries a complement of officers and men approxi- 
mately 700 in number, and there is, perhaps, no ship 
afloat to-day with a finer crew—all, from the captain, 
Cyrus W. Cole, U.S.N., down to the boys who wait the 
tables, make each passenger’s safety, comfort and con- 
venience their first consideration. It is worth a voyage 
on the roughest sea imaginable on the Grant just to par- 
take of the excellent meals served. On her recent trip, 
when the huge waves tossed her like a tiny canoe, and 
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because of rough seas half on board were seasick, few, if 
any, missed a single meal. It is well she fell into our 
government’s hands, and she ought to be kept because cae 
has rendered inestimable because she is a 
staunch, “safety first’ master of the seas.

COAST GUARD ROLL OF HONOR. 


The United States Coast Guard, which has been serv- 
ing as a part of the Navy during the present war, has 
compiled a Roll of Honor, giving a list of officers and 
men who were killed in combat with the enemy and 
who died as a result of accident, collision, drowning and 
from natural causes, from April 6, 1917, to Nov. 30, 
1918. A list of officers and men commended for coura- 
geous and heroic action and for efficient and noteworthy 
action and for acts of personal bravery is also given. 

Seven commissioned officers, four warrant officers and 
100 enlisted men were killed in an encounter with the 
enemy on the night of Sept. 26, 1918, when the cutter 
Tampa was destroyed in the Bristol Channel, supposedly 
by an enemy torpedo. One warrant officer and twenty- 


one enlisted men died as a result of accident, collision, 
drowning, ete. One commissioned officer, two warrant 
officers and fifty-six enlisted men died from natural 
causes. Nineteen commissioned officers, seven warrant 
officers and thirty-five enlisted men have been com- 
mended for courageous and heroic action. 

Twelve commissioned officers, thirteen warrant offi- 
cers and twenty-three enlisted men have been com- 
mended for efficient and noteworthy action. One officer 
and five enlisted men were commended for acts of per- 
sonal bravery. 

The names of the officers commended for efficient and 
noteworthy action were the following: Capts. E. S. Ad- 
dison and Wales A. Benham, Capts. of Engrs. Alvan H. 
Bixby and D. F. X. Bowen, Capts. Godfrey L. Carden, 
E. J. Rose, G. C. Carmine, H. G. Hamlet and B. M. 
Chiswell, Sr. Capts. F. J. Haake and Horace B. West, 
Ist Lieut. of Engrs. C. A. Beckley. 

Capt. of Engrs. J. W. Glover was commended for per- 
sonal bravery on the occasion of the sinking of the cut- 
ter McCulloch.

NOTES OF THE WAR. 


New British Submarines. 

While a great deal of speculation has been indulged in 
regarding the size and power of German cruising sub- 
marines, and there has been much German boasting as 
to their great U-boats and what they were going to do, 
the British Admiralty recently permitted the fact to be- 
come known that they had a submarine more powerful 
than the Germans ever dreamed of. The British built a 
submarine carrying a 12-inch gun, and their super-sub- 
marines have two funnels and make twenty-four knots 
an hour on the surface under steam power. They carry 
from eight to ten torpedo tubes, two or three 4-inch 
guns, and also are equipped with internal combustion 
motors for surface cruising. The vessels displace 2,000 
tons on the surface and 2,700 tons submerged. They are 
340 feet long, have a beam of twenty-six feet and a 
cruising radius of 3,000 miles. They are designed to be 
a match for torpedoboat destroyers in surface fighting.

Casualtics in the French Army. 


Casualties in the French army, excluding colonial 
troops, up to Nov. 1 were 4,762,000, according to official 
figures made public at Washington by the French High 
Commission for the purpose of correcting conflicting re- 
ports heretofore published. Men killed in action or dead 
of wounds numbered 1,028,000, and to this total mrust 
be added 299,000 listed as missing and given up for lost, 
making a total of 1,527,000. The number of wounded 
was 3,000,000, with 435,000 listed as prisoners. Three- 
fourths of the wounded have recovered, either entirely 
or at least to such an extent as to be fit to work again. 
Slightly less than T00,000 are absolutely unable to work 
and have been pensioned. To these figures must be added 
those who will come back from prison camps in Ger- 
many unfit for work. The French government estimates 
that the total number of unfit and pensioned may finally 
be between SO00,000 and 900,000 men. The losses among

Pay Bonus for British Navy. 


Pending the conclusions of the committee of inquiry 
on the subject of pay in the British navy, the Admiralty 
announces that it has been decided to increase the pay 
of officers and men ranging from an extra shilling per 
day for ordinary seaman to six shillings for captains 
and higher ranks, with similar increases to the Royal 
Marines. This extra pay, the Admiralty states, must 
be regarded as a bonus and not as representing an in- 
crease of the present pay, which ultimately may be con- 
sidered a just and equitable remuneration.

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THE PENNSYLVANIA AS CONVOY. 

An interesting statement has been prepared from offi- 
cial giving details regarding the trip of the 
U.S.S. Pennsylvania, Capt. L. M. Nulton, convoying the 
President to France, which well illustrates the prepared- 
ness and efficiency of the ship to meet any emergency. 
During the forenoon of Nov. 17 the Pennsylvania was 
lying at anchor in York river, Va., having been engaged 
in the weekly schedule of exercises and battle practices 
of the fleet. That afternoon she was scheduled to fill 
up with fuel oil from the fleet tanker. During the fore- 
noon, the vice admiral acting in the western Atlantic 
asked Captain Nulton if he had sufficient fuel to get to 
New York. The reply being in the affirmative, instruc- 
tions were given canceling the orders for fuel. This 
was the first glimmer that there was to be a change in 
the program. The following morning Captain Nulton 
was informed by Vice Admiral Grant, whose flag was 
still on board the Pennsylvania, that the department de- 
sired the ship to dock in New York on Nov. 20. This 
wus the second step, no official information being re- 
leased as to the reason for such change, and no fur- 
ther orders or instructions being given. 

At 6:30 a.m., Nov. 18, in accordance with the weekly 
schedule, the Pennsylvania got underway with the other 
ships and steamed out supposedly to carry eyt the

weekly exercises of the fleet, but instead of heading 
into the bay, was directed to proceed to New York. At 
a 17-knot clip she steamed en route for New York and 
started on her mission abroad, although this was not 
known to the ship at the time. The following morning 
she arrived in New York, proceeded immediately to the 
yard and went in dock. 

In the meantime it became known that a peace com- 
mission, including the President, was to go to France, 
and that the Pennsylvania was either to carry or to 
convoy the party. Preparations were made for any 
eventuality, saluting batteries which had been relegated 
to the storehouse during time of war were assembled 
from Norfolk and New York, President's flags, coats-of- 
arms, national flags, national airs and all details in 
dent to the routine ceremonial life were checked and 
the good ship put in preparation to meet the demands 
upon her. In a day or two it developed that the Presi- 
dent and his party were to go on the George Washing- 
ton, and that the convoy would be composed of the 
Pennsylvania and five destroyers—the Woolsey, Lea, 
Yarneli, Tarbell and Wicks—the date and hour of sail- 
ing being as yet undetermined. 

Realizing that upon an important mission of this kind 


communication would be an essential element, the radio 
telephones between the destroyers, the George Wash 
ington and the Pennsylvania were checked, tested, and 


all forms of radio communications thoroughly checked 
up. 


Shortly afterward it developed that Admiral Mayo, 
commander-in-chief, who was returning from an inspec 
tion trip abroad, would be assigned to command of the 
escort, using his old flagship the Pennsylvania At this 
point, the situation became doubly interesting because 
at this time Admiral Mayo was at sea on the Maur

Arriving off the lightship both vessels dropped their 
pilots, put over paravanes, and steaming out of the 
swept channel started on their mission to France. 
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STORY OF LIEUTS. MULLER AND FULCHER, 

The Navy Department has made public a report from 
Admiral Sims, U.S.N., of Lieut. F. L. Muller and Lieut. 
(j.g.) J. H. Fulcher, U.S.N., who were taken prisoners 
from the U.S. cargo transport Ticonderoga by the Ger- 
man submarine U-152, Captain Sept. 30, 
1918, after the steamer was torpedoed by the submarine. 
The report which gives a number of details which have 
previously been noted in newspaper stories, also gives 
some interesting new information. It shows that it was 
the German submarine U-53 which visited Newport, R. 
I., in the summer of 1916 and was allowed so much free- 
dom, and that it was this same boat that sunk the de- 
troyer Jacob Jones off the Irish coast Dec. 6, 1917. It 
was also this same submarine that sunk so brazenly in 
New England waters Allied passenger and merchant 
ships in 1916 in view of American warships, much to 
the disgust of officers of the latter who were powerless 
to interfere as the United States at that time had not 
entered the war. 

Lieutenants Muller and Fulcher, as has already been 
told, were taken prisoners by the submarine from among 
the wreckage of the Ticonderoga after the U-boat had 
fished out barrels of potatoes and onions. The wounded 
men were refused help by the submarine and were left 
to the mercy of the elements. Muller and Fulcher were 
released on Nov. 24, 1918, when the German submarine 
flotilla surrendered to Sir David Beatty. The report 
shows that Captain von Schrader, commanding the Ger- 
man submarine U-53, which sunk the U.S. destroyer 
Jacob Jones, was on board the submarine at Newport in 
1916. There he saw Lieut. Comdr. David W. Bagley, 
U.S.N., a brother of the wife of Secretary Daniels, who 
commanded the Jacob Jones when she was torpedoed in 
1918. Captain von Schrader told the captured Navy 
officers that he had recognized Bagley in the dory of 
the sinking destroyer and sent out a wireless call for 
aid before leaving the scene. A note appended to the 
report, presumably by Vice Admiral Sims, said such a 
eall was picked up at Queenstown, but that its origin 
had been a mystery. 

Lieutenants Muller and Fulcher tell of the movements 
of the submarine in detail while they were prisoners 
aboard and tell of her destroying merchant ships. They 
were allowed on deck except during actidns. The sub- 
marine’s engines were in bad condition, and it was 
stated that she could not make more than ten knots on 
the surface. Her proper speed was twelve knots, but 
she had never made more than eleven on her first voy- 
age. The engines were overhauled every day, and ap- 
peared to lack copper and other metals. 

Captain Franz, of the U-152, had received many 
radio messages concerning mutinies and the chaos ashore

in Germany. “I, Mr. Muller,” said Captain Franz, 
“was a gunnery officer at the battle of Jutland. But 
during the years since I have been in submarines, and 
the submarines have been doing all the navy’s work in 
the war. The battleships and cruisers of the High Seas 
Fleet have been doing next to nothing.” This feeling 
of chagrin and anger was constantly phrased both aboard 
U-152 and the ships visited by the prisoners at Kiel. 
The two American officers were well treated aboard the 
submarine. 
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AMERICAN INDIANS IN THE ARMY. 

Mrs. Caroline Dawes Appleton, wife of Capt. Daniel 
S. Appleton, U.S.A., now on duty at the Port of Em- 
barkation, Hoboken, N.J., is the author of an interest- 
ing article which appeared in the New York Herald on 
Jan. 26 concerning the representatives of American In- 
dian tribes who have been or still are members of the A. 
E.F. Mrs. Appleton says that fourteen tribes are rep- 
resented among General Pershing’s troops, these excel- 
lent soldiers occupying almost all ranks in the Service, 
from colonel down. Col. Henry C. Smither, a graduate 
of the U.S. Military Academy, is now with the Signal 
Corps in France and in 1913 was a valued member of 
the General Staff from 1913 to 1915. Carlisle, the fa- 
mous Indian school, has contributed 161 men to the A. 
E.F., among them three lieutenants: Lieut. Benedict 
Cloud, Lieut. Long Lance, who is one of the distin- 
guished survivors of the famous Canadian Princess Pat 
regiment, and Lieut. Gustavus Welch? Peter Garlow, 
of gridiron fame, is a tremendously acclaimed member 
of the U.S.M.C. Haskell Institute, at Lawrence, Kan., 
flies a service flag with 150 stars, while another Indian 
school at Phoenix, Ariz., sent sixty-two volunteers to 
France.
